NEW ORLGANS, Aug. 12.—The exer- 
tions of the inspectors of the Marine 
Hospital Service in conjunction with 
the voluntary reports of physicians 
produced another large aggregation of 
new cases, all classed yellow fever to- 
day. The public, however, having rec- 
onciled itself togfhe expectation of a 
heavy list for some days to come was 
undismayed by the report. Both lay 
and scientific opinion still considers the 
situation hopeful. It is admitted that 
not all the cases embraced in the daily 
totals of the authorities are actually 
yeliow fever. Even at the emergency 
hospital to which the worst cases go, 
numbers of them have been finally di- 
agnosed as malaria or a form of ty- 
phoid. All suspicious cases, whatever 
their nature, that are turned in by 
inspectors and doctors, go at once into 
the yellow list and there is no cor- 
rection of the total if a careful diag- 
nosis determines a case to be other 
than the prevailing fever. | 

The Marine Hospital Service has 
made so good an impression with the 
manner in which it is doing its work 
of disinfection that confidence ig be- 
ing invited and the faise impression 
among the uneducated classes as to 
the expense and risk of reporting cases 
are being rapidly removed.

MANILA, Aug. 12.—American sur- 
geons connected with the board of 
health of Manila declare that they 
have discovered a positive cure for 
leprosy.

Man in Moon to Hide His 
Face Tomorrow. 
— — 
Partial Eclipse of Earth's 
Only Satellite. 


How It W ould Look if Places 
Were Reversed. 


There is one person that everyone in 
the world looks up to. He is the Man 
in the Moon. Tomorrow (Monday) 
evening, Auguat 14, public interest in 
that personage will be heightened be- 
@ause a portion of his somewhat - 
defined visage will be concealed from 
view. This will be caused by a pro- 
jection of the earth’s shadow upon the 
moon's disk—producing a partial eclipse 
of that body. 

The shadow will first touch the moon 
and notch its eastern limb (edge) at 
6:44 p.m., Los Angeles standard time, 


cuts off a portion or all of the sunlight 
which had illuminated its face. Or per- 
haps we might better say that the 
moon in ite revolution round the earth 
Occasionally enters the great conical 
shadow of the earth, and thus deprives 
itself of sunlight for the time being. 
Semetimes the moon only grases the 


circle, thus proving the sphericity of 
the earth. It was one of those proofs 
which, with irresistible logic, convinced 
the astronomers and scientific thinkers 
of the times of Copernicus and Gaill- 
leo that the earth is a globe swinging 
in space like the moon, sun and other 
celestial bodies. 

This arc of the earth’s shadow will, 
on Monday evening, indent the illumi-

SULTAN’S ADVISER. 


REMARKABLE CAREER OF 
KAID MACLEAN, A 
NIE SCOT. 
—— 

(STAFF THE TIMES. 

LONDON, July 22.—Kaid Sir Harry 
Maclean, chief military adviser to the 
Sukan of Morocco, whose suit for di- 
vorce has furnished London with its 
latest sensational scandal, is one of 
the most picturesque characters that 
this prosaic generation has furnished. 
Something less than thirty years ago 
he was an inconspicuous subaltern in 
a British regiment stationed at Gi- 
braitar, with small prospects of ever 
achieving distinction, when his Sher- 
iflan Majesty across the straite con- 
ceived the idea that it would be a good 
thing to have his army instructed in 
the art of war by the infidel. He con- 
fided his ambition @ the late Sir John 
Drummend Hay, then British Minister 
at the Sultan's court, and as a result

young Maclean was offered the post 
of musketry instructor to the Moorish 


arny. Being a Scotsman and there- 
fore far-seeing he jumped at the 
chance. 


He taught the Moors how to shoot, 
but he did more than that—he gained 
the confidence of his imperial master 
“the King of the Age, the Prince of 
Believers, my lord El Hassan,” and 
a few years found him standing next 
to the (hrone itself, as its chief diplo- 
matic, as well as military adviser. 
Without changing his faith or ceasing 
to be a canny Scot, Kaid Maclean be- 
came to all intents and purposes a 
Moor. He roamed the wild country 
with the nomadic court and was often 
the only link between El Hassan and 
the Ministers of the Powers who sat 
with folded hands at Tangier. Of 
course, his influence with the Suijtan 
excited much jealousy and there were 
many who watched his career with the 
green eyes of envy. A “military mis- 
sion” from France was placed “at His 
Majesty's disposal, but all efforts to 
undermine Kaid influence 
and authority proved futile. He ac- 
companied the Sultan on many expedi- 
tions against rebellious tribes and was 
with him on that last dread march from 
Marrakesh to Rabat when the “Son of 
Mahomet,” a weary and broken old 
man, succumbed to the hardships of a 
forced passage across the Atlas Moun- 
tains against a people in revok. It 
was imperative that the death of the 
Sultan should be concealed until his 
favorite son had been proclaimed his 
successor lest seme usurper should 
grab the vacant throne. So, with Kald 
Maclean marching by the side of It, 
the body was borne on a state litter, 
and the sheikhs and khalifas paid horn- 
age to the poor clay under its trap- 
pings of green and gold just as though 
it were their royal master alive and 
powerful. In secret the body was car- 
ried into Rabat at dead of night 
through a hole in the wall. 

The young Sultan came to the throne 
with little knowledge of the world be- 
yond the walls of his harem, but he 
had sense enough to recognize that 
Kaid Maclean was the strong and safe 
man on whom he should lean for sup- 
port. As the power behind the throne 
the influence of the Scotsman became 
greater (han ever. In 1901, a knight- 
hood was conferred upon him for his 
assistance to British diplomacy in Mo- 
rocco, The strenuous fighting life 
fichtine barbaric tribesmen, fighting 
the cholera scourge, fighting the wiles 
of European diplomacy—has agreed 
well with hen. Though his beard and 
moustache are white and his hair 
frosted, at fifty-seven he is still as hard 
as nails and far more agile than most 
men at forty. A few years ago, on 
one of his visits to England, he bought 
for. the young Sultan, who takes a 
child-.ike delight in a new (oy. an 
up-to-date hansom. It was duly landed 
at the coast and then came the prob- 
lem of getting it across to Fes. To 
the Moors it seemed impossible. But 
the Kahl, who had overcome so many 
difficulties, made light of this one. He

He beheld an emerald speck in the 
mountain notch, luxuriant with trees 
and ferns He at once headed for the

Over on the Big Tefunga he had built 
a log house that in its way was a 
palace, but he at once erected a cabin 
on this spot which was to be his home, 
and from that day began its improve- 
ment.

A WONDER RANCH. 
All things about the ranch are re- 
markable, but two especially so—the 
water supply and the man who has 
utilized it. 
The cafion, as has been said, is not 
over a hundred yards wide, begins with 
a sharp declivity near the~bullding. 
covered with a splendid growth of 
trees, shrubbery and ferns which shél- 
ter innumerable springs that flow all 
the year round, being stronger in sum- 
mer than in winter. The water is so 
cold that it causes the fingers to ache 
if held in it for any length of time. On 
either side the mountains rise abrupt- 
ly, thus enclosing the cafion on three 
sides, a gentle slope leading steadily 
northward toward the waters of the 
Big Tejunga. On the west side the 
water flows through a large trout pond 
and irrigates that side of the ranch 
as far as desirable: on the east side 
it flows into a reservoir cut into the 
solid rock at an elevation of sixty feet 
above the house, and flows on out 
through the reservoir to irrigate the 
slopes on that side. All the water for 
domestic use flows directly from the 
springs, the only purpose of the reser- 
voir being to have a reserve supply for 
the operation of a sawmill. 
Thousands of feet of stone rains 
have been laid to drain the soil made 
boggy by its many springs, and in some 
places they are covered to a depth of 
ten feet, making almost level alfalfa 
fields where once the water tore 
through a deep gorge. 
In the orchard ft» an apiary of be- 
tween forty and fifty stands of bees 
and a house equipped with a modern 
honey-extractor; there is a mowing 
machine, a horse-rake, plows, harrows 
and tools of every description; there“ 
are no makeshifts—all the tools are of 
the best. Many of them are made by 
the master-spirit, who is a master of 


ball trades, and the tools he has forged 


in tron show rare skill. Look where you 


soner Wi. there is nothing missing that ts 


necessary to good and speedy work, 
except one. 

The only wheels on the place are on a 
wheelbarrow, and the farm and mill 
machinery. A wagon might seem in- 
dispensable to some ranchers, but it is 
not to Colby: the question with him 
would be how to use it if he had one. 
A heavy sledge answers every purpose 
on the ranch, and does not cut the 


driveways, which are broad, smooth 
and well built. 
THE MILL 


Even the remark about a sawmill 
may have failed to attract particular 
attention.

© “SHAMEFUL PEACE.” 

The peace negotiations which are 
being conducted by the envoys of Rus- 
sia and Japan have now reached their 
crucial stage. Definite demands, pre- 
sumably dictated by the Mikado, have 
been presented to the Ministers of the 
Czar, Clustered around the scene of 
the conference at Portsmouth are rep- 
resentatives of the press, eager for 
every scrap of news, and in the ab- 
sence of authoritative information, 
ready to quote every chance remark 
and idie rumor that comes to their 
ears. We are told that the tone of 
the meager outgivings from the subor- 
dinate officials on both sides is pessi- 
mistic, very pessimistic. Their princi- 
pals go around with scowls on their 
faces, indicative of barren results. . 

Those close to the scene of conten- 
tion are very naturally impressed with 
this air of despondency, like simple folk 
who weep at the play. unmindful of 
the fact that all the actors are playing 
a part, and must give their respective 
performances an air of versimilitude. 
If Witte should leave the “big store- 
house with a smiling face, a jaunty 
air, an elastic step, Komura would say 
to himself, “My demands were more 
moderate than he expected; we shail 
surely have peace on terms accept- 
able to the Emperor.” On the other 
hand, if Komura exhibited a self-satis- 
fled countenance, the Russian envoy 
would instantly infer that he was ready 
to scale his demands down to mud- 
erate terms. Each, therefore, must 


| play his pessimistic part, and the sub- 


ordinates take their cue from their 
principals, and it fs all reflected in the 
dispatches to the press. i 
Guided; by precedent in former peac 
negotiations, let us see what Japan 
might presume to demand, and what 
Russia could honorably concede. 
In 1842 England received from China 
a cash indemnity of $25,000,000, at that 
time regarded a very large sum. In 
1866 Prussia received from Austria 
$32,500,000. In 1871 the army of France 
met with a crushing defeat, and the 
German Emperor dictated the terms 
of peace from the French capital. 
They were the payment of $1,000,000,000 
and the cession of Alsace-Lorraine, a 
small province previously wrested 
from Germany by Napoleon, In 1877 
Russia exacted from Turkey 8160, 000, 
000, and in 1896 Turkey obtained from 
Greece $10,000,000. In 1900 the Allies se- 
cured from China $337,000,000. It wil} 
thus be seen that it is by no means 
a humiliating affair to demand and 
give large indemnities. The case be- 
tween France and Germany can hardly 
be regarded a fair precedent, as Ger- 
many had not only infli¢ted an over- 
whelming defeat, but had entered and 
secured possession of the French capi- 
tal. 
As yet the army of Japan has only 
reached the exterior boundaries of the 
Russian empire, principally inhabited 
by native tribes not thoroughly Rus- 
sianized. In doing this ghe has sacri- 
ficed nearly a quarter of a million of 
subjécts, and expended more than a 
million of dollars each day since the 
clash of arms began, more than a year 
ago. Every day the war continues her 
army is getting farther from its base 
and penetrating territory where it can- 
not be supported by its naval arm. The 
Mikado and his people would regard 
with dismay the task of fighting their 
way, inch by inch, so to speak, across 
4000 miles of Siberian territory. 
On the other hand, shauld the Rus- 
sian envoys, notwithstanding their de- 
sire for peace, find it impossible to 
comply with the terms of Japan, because 
they were the unreasonable demands 
of a nation just new. flushed with vic- 
tory, then we may be sure that the 
people of Russia will be ff with new 
zeal to defend their great empire from 
further encroachments of Japan, will 
become unified in their purpose, and 
will send such armies to the Pacific 
as the world has never seen in modern 
times, 
What is more, the western powers 
and the world at large are tired of use- 
less carnage and siaughter, the pro- 
longed interruption to their comcherce 
in the Orient, and the financial uncer- 
taintlies which necessarily prevail while 
the war lasts. For these reasons the 
moral support of the civilized world 
will de on the side of Russia if the 
pending peace negotiationg should fail, 
as the latest diepatches predict.

NEW DEUCALION. 
The Greeks had a ‘myth relating 
how Pyrrha and Deucalion created 
men and women out of stones. Ace- 
cording to a recent number of Harper's 
Weekly and the August Smith's Magu~- 
zine, Dr. Charles W. Liftiefield of Al- 
exandria, Ind., has succeeded in cre- 
ating life out “thorganic matter by 
mixing the right chemical compounds 
in the right proportion. Take a little 
table salt, says the doctor, a little 
alcohol and a little ammonia, mix 
them, place under a bellt gar; and hey, 
presto! you have cells that speedily 
combine to produce vegetable and ani- 
ma! forma miscroscople, but neverthe- 
les, real; indeed, you may watch the 
progress from crystals to trjlobites and 
from trilobites to fishes, with your 
own two eyes—wondering, no doubt, 
the while, that blundering Nature took 
so many million years ia this process 
which you can retraverse in a few 
short days. 
Dr. Littlefield will pardon us if we, 
for the present, take his story with a 
little of that chloride of sodium which 
is the basis of his experiments; and 
classify that fish form which he has 
photographed not with the mummified 
relies of the carboniferoug age, but with 
those dream fishes of the contempo- 
rary angler that “got away.“ 
Seriously speaking, while Dr. Lit- 
tlefield’s experiments are undoubtedly 
interesting and may have bearing on 
the question of the evolytion of life, 
the extreme significance that he at- 
taches to them is probably highly ex- 
asgerated. The substances that he 
uses are very common if nature, 80 
common. that, it their inion under 
fairly stable conditions is all that fs 
necessary for the spontaneous genera- 
tion of life cells and their rapid de- 
velopment into intricate organisms of 
complexly differential ceils, it is prob- 
able that man would at least many 
times over have come on these forms 
in modern scientific researth with the 
microscope, even if not earlier, in com- 
mon observation; although it is dim 
cult to explain why, if life arises 80 
easily and quickly under the right con- 
ditions, and these so simple, the earlier 
stages of the process of evolution, as 
well as the latest, should got be con- 
tinually repeated before ouf eyes, and 
3 totally extinct be living to- 
y. 
Readers of Dr. Liitlefield’s articles 


of evolution which produced trilobites 
and fishes rather than other lite forms 
was not a mere chence agglomeration 
of cells or a grouping of thése accord- 
ing to some inherent law ot their own 
constitution, but the effect of age-long 
selection and adaptation te environ- 
ment; and that the evolution of trilo- 
bites and fishes without these compel- 
ling and long-continued processes is 
unthinkable. The very conservatism of 
reproduction, which retraverses every 
step of the original process; showing 
quite different phases in the. different 
branches of the tree of lite, proves 
this point and militates egdinst Dr. 
Littiefield’s claim. To the 2 scientific 
biologist, indeed, the claim will be lit- 
tle short of ludicrous. f

OHN MITCHELL'S BOMBAST. 
Upon the oceasion of the Presi- 
dent’s visit to Wilkesbarre, Pa, on 
Thursday, John Mitchell, head of the 
United Mine Workers’ organization, 
had the bad taste to deliver ‘himself 
of a somewhat lengthy harangue, in 
which he heaped fulsome laydations 
upon trades-unionism in general, and 
upon the miners’ organization in par- 
ticular. Aside from the in taste of 
Mitchell's harangue, which wag noth- 
ing more than might have been ex- 
pected from him under the ‘¢ircum- 
stances, he gave utterance to numer- 
ous falsehoods and misrepresentations, 
which are known to be such by every 
intelligent man and woman. 
“In the pursuit of its ideals said 
Mitchell, “trades-unionism hag justi- 
tified its existence by good works and 
high purposes.” Has it? We neéd go 
no further back than the anthracite 
coal strike of 1902 for an #nswer. 
That wretched and lawless affair, as 
Mitchell declared, will long be ßemem- 
bered by the miners’ union. It will 
long be remembered, also, by the sur- 
viving relatives and friends of the 
numerous persons who were mürdered 
or maimed, or whose homes were de- 
stroyed by union assassins and. plug- 
uglies during that memorable, reign 
of murder, riot and arson. 41 
Mitchell had the effrontery ta make 
alleged quotations from Abraham Lin- 
coln, Wendell Phillips and Gla@stone, 
ostensibly in support of tra 
unionism. Whether these eminent 
men gave utterance to the words at- 
tributed to them, or not, one thing is 
certain, and’ that is that not ond of 
them ever attempted to justify the 
lawless methods of modern trades- 
unionism—the kind of unionism ‘which. 
Mitchell attempts to justify. For this 
kind there can be no justification. It 
relies upon lawlessness, violence, in- 
timidation, and all the nameless, 
shameless methods of the outlaw for 
the accomplishment of its purposes. 
The reign of terror inaugurated in 
the anthracite coal regions, in 1992, by 
the very class of men whom Joh Mit- 
chell now lauds as “the salt of the 
earth,” was one of the most, dis- 
graceful episodes of our history. The 
entire American people have cause to 
remember it with abhorrence and dis- 
gust. 14 
Mitchell asks that trades-unignism 
shall be judged, not by its faults, but 
rather by its virtues. This basis of

judgment would demand that its vices 
be ignored and that its virtues, if it 
has any, be exalted. There is not a 


should bear in mind that the process 


goed trait.» If Mitchell’s basis of 
judgment were adopted, the many 
crimes of the felon would all be over- 
looked or condoned because of the fact 
that ht possessed some redeeming 
quality. | 

Unfortunately for Mitchell and the 
gang of cut-throats with whom he as- 
sociates, popular judgment is not 80 
partial as he would have it. By their 
fruits must trades-unionists, like other 
men, be known; and on this basis 
those of the modern stripe deserve, 
until they amend their ways, to stand 
as outlaws before the law and as out- 
casts before their fellow men. 

It is a fact which cannot be gain- 
said that all the good which has been 
accomplished by trades-unionism is 
more than offset by the manifold evils 
which it has wrought. Modern union- 
ism depends chiefly upon illicit force 
for the maintenance of its malign 
power. If the laws of the land were 
enforced, in letter and in spirit, trades- 
unions as they are maintained today 
could not exist. They live principally 
by preying upon the rights, the prop- 
erty, and even the lives of other men. 

In his address at Wilkesbarre, the 
President declared hie belief in trades- 
unions “wisely and justly handled, in 
which the rightful purpose to benefit 
those connected with them is not ac- 
companied by a desire to do injustice 
or wrong to others.” This attitude 
may be indorsed by all. There would 
be no objection to trades-unions con- 
ducted as the President suggests. No- 
body denies the right of workmen to 
organize for legitimate purposes. No- 
body has ever denied this right. But 
modern trades-unions are not organ- 
ized for legitimate purposes, nor are 
they so conducted as not to do wrong 
and injustice to others. This is the 
reason they are disreputable. 

The President was careful not to in- 
dorse the methods of the John Mit- 
chell brand of unionism. Rather did 
he administer to it a severe rebuke. 
This it was his moral duty to do, as 
Chief Magistrate of the nation. To. 
have spoken otherwise would have been 
to lend countenance and encourage- 
ment to the many crimes of which 
trades-unionism has been guilty.

If you had seen the old 
San Pasqual ranch thirty-five years 
ago, when it was a dry sand heap with 
stunted bunches of chaparral all over 
it, the haunt of the jack-rabbit and the 
horned-toad, and go out and look over 
fair Pasadena, set amid her orange 
groves and embroidered with honey- 
suckle and ever-blooming roses, you 
would have some faint conception of 
what all the city of Los Angeles will 
be and what all the surrounding coun- 
try from the mountain to the sea will 
be when the steel pipe is flowing full 
of new life down the mountain side 
into the San Fernando Valley. A few 
inches of water taken from Devil's 
Gate converted the San Pasqual sand 
dunes into Pasadena. When the great 
| Fiver comes in through the stee] pipe 
it will make possible a city of a million 
souls, with another million in the sur- 
rounding territory. The soil is here, 
the climate is here-—-the best of both 
beneath the sun in his diurnal course 
around the world. The water gives 
vitality to both. And there will be 
plenty of it. 

What will it cost? Nothing! It is 
practically a gift to the city. For al- 
though the outlay will be large to 
bring these streams from their birth- 
place amid the clouds and snow, they 
will yield a revenue which will take 
care forever of the interest on the cost, 
pay off that cost and then go far 
toward defraying all the expenses of 
the city government. There is no 
doubt about this. Some of the men 
on the Water Board, men of experience. 
cool-headed men who weigh their 
words carefully, state positively that 
this is possible. Think of it! Water 
for all purposes, plenty of it, and to 
spare. Pure water fresh from the 
snows, where nature forbids a noxious 
microbe to live. What a boon to every 
man who has good sense and intelli- 
gence enough to make use of this best 
medicine for the human system. What 
a boon fo the little children, for all 
time to come, who are compelled to use 
water as almost their only beverage. 
Think of the saving in doctor's bills 
and this immunity from swallowing 
injurious as well as nauseating drugs! 
And the streets will be washed with 
this pure stream and the sewers 
flushed daily, preventing poisonous 
mlasms from rising into bedrooms 
te destroy life by their insidious at- 
tacks. 

— When this stream of blessing comes 
bubbling out of half a million taps 
throughout all the streets of the city 
and in all the homes along the foot- 
hills, then let there be a consolidated 
city and county of Los Angeles. It 
will be all a city in fact. From the 
headland at Santa Monica Cafion 
along the crests of the hills and moun- 
tains to where the San Gabriel River 
breaks into the plain near Azusa, and 
following that stream to its mouth 
below Long Beach there will in time, 
with this stream of growth, prosper- 
ity and fife coming in perpetual flow 
live the most dense population on 
this continent. There will be a family 
on every acre of this territory, where 
now there is not one on every hundred. 
And every home will be like a gem of 
beauty, as lovely as a corner in the 
primeval paradise. The glow of flow- 


in the cheeks of young and old, the 
glow of happiness in every eye, will be 
the characteristics of every home and 
of almost every inhabitant of this the 
most highly favored, the most com- 
pletely blessed of any community over 
which the flag floats in peace and pro- 
tection, from ocean to ocean and from 
boundary line to boundary line. Let 
every man and woman get in and 
work for this splendid consummation! 


HE UNITED STATES SENATE. 


Much complaint is heard nowa- 
days about the United States Senate. 
There are those who declare that this 
august body—the most powerful legis-. 
lative body in the world—is rapidly 
deteriorating into a combination of a 
millionaires’ club and headquarters 
for agents of big corporations. This 
may, perhaps, be going somewhat too 
far, but that there is more than a lit- 


intelligent person who reads and 
weighs the news of the day can doubt. 

A Chicago paper recently referred to 
the Senate as the “Hall of Oblivion.” 
It said: 

“Jf you have a good public measure 
that you wish to get rid of without 
enacting it into law send it to the 
Senate chamber. It will be forwarded 
thence to oblivion by la petite vitesse. 
You may count on it going anywhere— 
except into effect. Teller will turn on 
the gas, or Morgan will clap on the 
ether, or Elkins will open an artery. 

“The most meritorious measure ever 
framed or conceived can be stung to 
death by one adder in the United 
States Senate chamber. Some of them 
are not Senators—they are dog-catch- 
ni ge they hold their dogs for a re- 
ward. 

“Everything for the Senate and 
nothing for the public is the motto of 
the latter-day saints in the north wing 
of the Capitol. The railroad bill is 
treated with no more courtesy than if 
it were a yellow dog after it gets into 
the hands of the dog-catchers. That 
is because Mr. Elkins is more a rail- 
road man than he is a Senator.” 

Similar uncomplimentary expressions 
are heard and seen on all sides. This 
is much to be regretted by patriotic 
Americans. It is, however, of no use 
for us to shut our eyes to the facts. 
Let us rather recognize them, and 
seek to bring about @ remedy. Of one 
thing the Senators may safely be as- 
sured—they are creations of the people, 
and the power that made them can 
unmake them—can abolish them alto- 
gether, or seriously clip their wings, 
if the sovereign people so choose to do. 
Certain it is that a persistence in stub- 
born opposition to the wishes of the 
people, as displayed by a majority of 
the United States Senate, in such cases 
as the railroad bill, the pure food bill 
and other important measures, wil! 
lead to such a general demand for 
election of the Senators by the people 
that it cannet be safely denied. For 
what the people of this country truly 
and earnestly desire, they can always 
have, if they only make up their 
minds to get it. 


THE CHINESE BOYCOTT. | 

The merchants of San Francisco 
are holding meetings to devise ways 
and means to meet and to offset the 
effects of the Chinese boycott on 
American goods. These merchants «re 
also appealing to President Roosevel 
to “do something,” to come to their. 
assistance—“Help me, Cassius, or I 
sink!""—and to take steps to make 
the Chinaman quit. There are grounds 
for these fears, and reason for these 
appeals. The boycott is a reality, and 
the Chinese are apparently in earnest 
about it. 

This serious movement against 
American business interests by the 
merchants and “people of China is 
easily explained. The logic of it is 
that like causes produce like effects. 
It was inevitable. It was slow in 
coming and it traveled with leaden 
heel, But it has reached its destina- 
tion—America—at last. From begin- 
ning to end the course of this sinister 
movement ts traceable to the studied, 
long-continued practice of injustice to- 
ward the Chinese, pursued in this 
country for a third of a century. 

The restriction law, originally con- 
curred in by China, has been wrenched 
and diverted from its true purpose, 
and has been converted into an en- 
gine of oppression. Chinese mer- 
chants, students, pleasure seekers and 
many others not included in the 
eoolie class nevertheless have been 
stupidly treated as such by our gov- 
ernment officials, either ignorantly or 
perversely. The- result has been a 
needless and maddening irritation of 
excepted classes, and, consequently, of 
their government and the people of 
China in general. 

What the Chinese have asked was 
merely a square deal, and that’s what 
has been denied them. What wonder, 
then, that they should finally become 
exasperated and seek whatever means 
of retaliation they believe might 
prove the most effective? Protests of 
the ordinary kind proved unavailing, 
therefore they resorted to extraordin- 
ay measures. We needed an ob- 
ject lesson and now we are getting it. 
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has been said that humor is out of 
place in the pulpit. Now, what have 
you, as a minister with a reputation 
as a humorist, to say to that?” 

“You might as well say the pulpit 
is not the place for pathos. Anyhow, 
I would rather make ten men laugh 
than one man cry. We are nor told 
whether there will be any laughter 
in Heaven, but we are told there will 
be no crying there.“ 

Again Mrs. Burdette had something 
to say. Answering the question more 
briefiy, she replied: ‘‘Humor is God- 
given, thus claiming justification for 
pulpit humor, and with this the inter- 
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We must treat the Chinese decently. 
We have no cause to treat them other- 
wise. And once we get this idea firm- 
ly fixed in our minds, and act upon it, 
the trouble will end. The boycott is 
an evil thing, anywhere and every- 
where. Let this people give no ocea- 
sion for it to any other people. 


BURDETTE INTERVIEWED. 


What the Humorist-preacher Said to 
a Representative of the London 
“Daily News.” | 


[London Daily News of July 11:} 
Among the 4,000 representatives of the 
Baptist Church now in London—ac-

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HY RIVERS 

ENGINEERS MAKING MOUNTAIN 
DISCOVERIES. 
— 


Extended Time of Snowfall Respon- 
sible for the Whole Condition, Say 
Investigators—Snow Must Come 
Quickly, if It Is to be —— 
for Summer Use. 


Engineers have discovered the cause | = 


of low water in all the rivers of South- 
ern California; it is a condition caused 
by the extension of the snowfall over a 
great length of time, and is merely a 
temporary scantiness. 

The condition affects neatly every 
stream of prominence, and during the 
past few weeks has been the subject 
of extensive investigation on the part 
of interested parties. 

As related in The Times of last Sun- 
day, the Kern River has fallen remark- 
ably, and should its depreciation con- 
tinue to any great extent, power plants 
deriving their force from its flow might 
be seriously affected. 

Instead of falling in great antities 
during a few weeks of the winter, the 
snows of the season sifted down in 
Meht films for fully eight months, com- 
ing with considerabie quantity in some 
places, but in no locality equaling the 
fall of winters that have preceded. To 
do good in Southern California snow 
must be precipitated in exactly the op- 
posite manner from rain en masse. 

Snowfall in Southern California, say 
engineers who have investigated the 
subject, is becoming one of the most 
interesting studies, and is likely to be 
pursued with great ardor by the na- 
ture-students of the next few years. 

Extremely interesting observations 
have been made concerning conditions 
that relate directly to Los Angeles. For 
instance, a certain cafion stream, so 
email that it is unnamed, feeds the 
Kern River throughout the summer, 
and at its head, in previous seasons of 
“good snows,” have been found small 
cafions packed so full of snow and ice 
that the supply frequently lasted far 
along toward the warm months. This 
year there is none, and the creek-bed 
is dry. 

Snow packs frequently to a depth of 
twenty feet, falling in great quantities, 
drifting until a fellow might sink yards 
and yards into ft, and over a small sur- 
face-area putting a weight of thous- 
ands of tons. 

New estimates have it that the avail- 
Able snow-fall over the various ranges 
of mountains through Southern Cali- 
fornia in a good year, If all conserved, 
could not be half contained in all the 
reservoir systems. It is snow water 
that makes the Owens River, and snow 
water that turns all‘the dynamos that 
supply light and power to Los Angeles. 

The engineers who have just come 


from the mountains have investigated | 


matters thoroughly, and believe that 
although water will be low before the 
rains set in, nothing alarming e to be

It is not for last year alone that the 
receipts from the bond rate were 
many thousands of dollars greater 
than the expenditures. The assessed 
property valuation for 1903-4 was $90,- 
249,835. for the old city boundary, 810. 
691,405 for the 1896 annex, and $1,337,- 
580 for the 1899 annex. Figured at the 
sliding scale of $1.20, $1.25 and $1.40 
for each $100 of valuation, the sum of 
money raised was $390,837. The 
city’s expense that year for interest 
and sinking fund on the bonds was 
about $313,310; leaving an unexpended 
balance of over $75,000. 

Taking the two years together 
there should be enough money in the 
bond fund to pay the interest and 
sinking fund for the bonded in ed- 
ness this year. That would mean re- 
ducing the tax rate this year to $1. 

But that cannot be done; the sur- 
plus money has already gone to pay 
municipal bills. It just about makes 
up for the increases in salari@s of city 
employés during the last two years. 

The assessed valuation on taxable 
property within the old city boun- 
daries is this year $136,294,792. This at 
the 4-cent rate would yield an in- 
come of $545,179.17. In the 1896 annex 
the assessed valuation is $18,024,342. 
the 25-cent rate this would 
yield a revenue of $45,068.80. In the 


1899 annex the assessed valuation is 
$1,947,375. Figured on the cent 
basis this would yield 83.884. 7ʃ in 
revenue. 


; total revenue aggregates 8880. - 

And this is to meet bond payments 
in the amount of $260,000. 

City Treasurer Workman says that 
he has been kept in the dark about che 
use of any considerable amount of bond 
money to pay current bills. The Audi- 
tor's accounts are so kept that it re- 
quires hours of calculation to detect 
the discrepancy in the amount actually 
expended for bonds, and the open 
raised by taxation. 

BLIND MUNICIPAL LEAGUE. 

In this connection it might be noted 
that the experts of the Municipal 
League went over the City Auditors 
books last year without detecting the 
diversion. 

The 40-cent rate is not figured an the 
bond issues as a whole, but is divided

The following figures taken from the 
report of the City Auditor for the pres- 
ent year show how the scheme was 
worked: 

The school improvement ‘% nd issue 
of 1889, was $200,000. Last year there 
was due $10,000, the annual installment 
of one-twentieth of the principal and 
interest at the rate of 5 per cent. on 
$55,000, the amount of indebtedness still 
outstanding.

RED TAPE PANAMA. 


ANAMA (R. of P.) July 28.— It is 
red tape, not health conditions, that 
is impeding the work on this canal, 


said a prominent engineer at Culebra 
the other day while discussing the out- 
look for the breaking of the backbone 
of the isthmus “Up in the States they 
have the impression that we are swel- 
tering in a conglomerate mass of yel- 
low fever, malaria and death, all lead- 
ing to the same end—confusion. In the 
last point only are they right. It is 
true that we are and have been led 
into a vast confusion, but it is not 
health conditions that have placed us 
there; it Is red tape, and it is tripping 
up and impeding every move that we 
make.“ 

The truth ot this engineer's state- 
ment can only be fully realized by be- 
coming a part of the operations, and 
there feeling the restraining hand that 
seemingly needlessly holds back the 
impetuous rush with which Americans 
usually carry on whatever they under- 
toke. An instance that illustrates the 
actual operation of these bonds lies in 
the recording of repairs on all lodéo- 
motives. As has heen frequently stat- 
ed, the track conditions at Culebra 
cause continual upsets and  break- 
downs, and there is #carcely one of 
the hundreds of engines that must not 
undergo some slight repair once or 
twice, or even thfee times in each week. 
In the States the big railroads often 
have conditions from a third to a half 
us bad as those at Culebra, and in the 
repairing of their locomotives they keep 
a record of each individual engine on 
which $50 or more is spent. All under 
that amount—and these, of course, are 
u vast majority—are entered under 
“running expenses,” and sent out with- 
out further trouble. At Culebra, the 
government, with an unequaled number 
of engines, and previously unheard-of 
and almost unbelievable difficulties, 18 
endeavoring to keep a complete record 
of each and every engine, no matter 
whether the repairs amount to 50 cents 
or $100, — the engine cannot be re- 
leased service until the record 
is — 


This system necessitates an office 
clerks for no other purpose than th 
with the resulting additional expense 
and otherwise unnecessary delay. 
Clerks swarm where mechanics should 
be. The isthmus is, and will continue 
te be, flooded with clerks whose only 
business is to keep track of a smaller 
force of mechanics and mechanical ap- 
pliances, when, if the red tape, that 
no other organization bothers with, 
Was cut away, an additional force of 
mechanics equal to the present force 
or clerks could be worked without 
further hamper—and with greater 
freedom in the use of the machinery. 

Another startling, and more serious 
fault lies in the making out of the 
pay rolls. The system of time sheets, 
audit sheets, time inepectors, auditors 
end continual revising and re-revising 
has so hampered the paymaster that it 
is customary to pay the laborers on the 
15th of the month following the month 
for which the money is due. In the 
case of the June payroil very few 


some are not even yet paid on this, 
the 25th. This, at first may not seem 
to be a serious matter but on consid- 
eration of the labor conditions it can 
de readily teen that herein lies a draw- 
back of grave danger. An Incident 
will perhaps illustrate better than sta- 
tistics. On the night of July 1, I 
visited Culebra Cut for the purpose of 
, seeing one of the huge excavating ma- 
chines (Bucyrus shovel No. 15) placed 
back on the track after having been 
ditched by a collision. In the midst of 
the operations the foreman called to 
a big Jamaican and ordered him to 
crawl under the shovel and bring out 
a heavy iron chain that lay there. The 
negro complied and after a minute 
called out: Ive got it, boss, but I 
cain't lift .“ With a remark uncom- 
plimentary to the fellow’s laziness the 
foreman cast the light of his lantern 
nga the ee and asked the trou- 

“I'm too weak, boss: I ain’t had noth- 
in’ to eat fer three days, but a bit of 
tread so big.“ said the laborer, hold- 
ing up his Httle finger. At first the 
foreman was not disposed to believe, 
but when the entire force affirmed to 
similar facts in their own cases, and 
when a dosen of them failed to litt a 
low that half a dozen should have han- 
dled, the foreman sent to the commis- 
sary and with his own money pur- 
chased a liberal mess of canned goods. 
After proving their statements by their 
voracious appetites, the laborers went 
to work with a will and completed the 
job quickly, satisfactorily and without 
complaint, 

And the explanation of this Incident, 
and of many others like it, is the de- 
layed pay rolls. These negroes spend 
their money rapidly, what little they 
draw, and by the end of the month 
they have none. The majority of them 
only work from ten to fifteen days 
out of the month, and the few dollars 
ic Panamanian silver that they draw 
v lll not support them overtime. Those 
who will work regularly invariably 
have families to whom they send 
their money, and they, too, are placed 
in the face of starvation. No one will 
trust them for supplies, fer they are 
an irregular and nomadic class, and 
will work one month here, another 
there, and the third somewhere else. 
There is no commissary from which the 
laborers can draw, and consequently 
they suffer. If they worked regularly, 
whatever the day of paying might be, 


| it would not be such a hardship, but 


regular workmen are a thing unknown 
fu the tropics, They do not exist, and 
ae it is. the government must use the 
ores they can get to the best advan- 
tage. 

I walked through the camp of a party 
of the laborers one day recently dur- 
ing the dinner hours, and noticed that 
they were cooking their meal over lit- 
tle fires here and there. Curious to see 
what they had, I made the rounds, lift- 
ing the lids of the pots and glancing 
in. In each and every one I saw about 
thirty “frijoles,” a black, native bean, 
and each potful was the ration for 
ebout four men. Wondering whether 
this was on exceptional day or a regu- 
lar diet, I agam made the rounds the 
next day, and the next, and found each 
time the same state of affairs. It is 
ne wonder that the men are lagy. 
Farly in the month, or just after pay 
cay. they have plenty—and then the 
reaction. 

The popular impression that these 
men need. no money in this tropical 
country is a mistake. There is no truth 
in the idea that fruit and vegetables 
abound, and that all that is necessary 
to get a meal is to go forth and pick 
it from the trees and bushes. In fact, 
fruit and vegetables are more scarce: 
ty far than in the States, and even 
the hotels and boarding-houses serve

The continua: complaint about the 
health conditions, and the wild stories 
that so-called “refugees” tell when 
they return to the States in regard to 
the thousands who are carried into 
the hospitals and the hundreds who 
die, are totally unfounded and untrue. 
The health conditions are of course 
much worse than in temperate zones, 
but even at that, during the month 
of June, which according to the popu- 
lar report was the worst of the year, 
the death rate on the Isthmus was 
about equal to that of New York, 
Baltimore or Washington. Out of ten 
thousand laborers, there was an aver- 
age of 274 sick daily, including repeti- 
tions, and eighteen died, during the 
month—an average of about 21 per 
thousand continued a year—not 
at all bad. The deaths, t of a total 
population of 50,000, for the preceding 
twelve months has avera 111 per 
month, as compared with an ‘average of 
116 per month for the past twenty-two 
years. 


The health conditions are, of course. 
worse than circumstances necessitate, 
and could be greatly improved by a 
littie care. The most flagrant viola- 
tion of all the rules of sanitation that 
has taken place on the Isthmus, was 
probably the building of the Hotel 
Corogal, at Corogal, three miles out of 
Panama. This is a government dar- 
rack for the clerks in the Administra- 
tion building in Panama. In direct 
violation of the recommendations of 
Engineer Little, who surveyed the site, 
and of Col. Gorgas, chief sanitary offi- 
cer, the hotel was erected in what is 
well known to be the unhealthiest spot 


on the whole line, and in the midst of |

the worst swamp in the zone. 

ground on which the hotel stands, five 
—— from the coast line, and with a 
range of hills between it and the sea, 
is but six feet above sea level, and 
at high tide, the water penetrates un- 
broken through the morass valley to 
a spot less than a quarter of a mile 
from the building.

SAD FATE THAT OVERTOOK AN 
AMERICAN WOMAN. 


The Remarkable Career of a Creole 
Beauty—After Misleading the Japa- 
nese Premier She Refused to Leave 
the Country and the Emperor Or- 
dred Her Head Struck Off. 


[Pittsburgh Dispatch:] Now that 
we Americans are getting into such 
close touch with the Japanese it 
might be well to recall the almost-for- 
gotten fact that the Mikado ordered 
the beheading of one of the most beau- 
tiful and notorious women ever born 
in the United States. She was born at 
New Orleans, according to the best au- 
thorities, in 1852, daughter of Beauvoir 


Bossier, a wealthy cotton planter. She 
Was christened Marie Adele and re- 
ceived an excellent education. She ap- 
peared in New York in the early 708 
and was the most beautiful woman of 
her day. She was to be seen every fine 
summer afternoon at Jerome Park, 
where she attracted great attention. 
She lived in magnificent style, and 
her gowns excited the envy of many 
women. After being the central figere 
in several scandals here che fled to 
Paris. She had the handsomest turn- 
out in the Bois de Boulogne and gave 
sumptuous luncheons and dinners.

injunction Suit is Settled and the 
Builders Say Cars Will Scale Cliffs 
Within Thirty Days—Seven-story 
Hotel Project Revived With Pros- 
pective Opening of Railway. 


Work was resumed yesterday on the 
Court-street incline railway—the sec- 
ond “angel's flight”—which is to op- 
erate between Broadway and Hill 
street. It has been tied up for several 
months by a court injunction. The Ob- 
servation Tower Company, which pro- 
jected the line, has compromised with 
Mrs. Rachel Hopperstead, who sued 
out the injunction, and it is announced 
that the rallwey will be in operation 
within thirty days. 

With the opening of the Une in sight, 
it is sald that the big $200,000 hotel 
project of Porter and Seemans, at the 
southwest corner of Hill and Court 
streets, will be pushed to completion. 
Building of the projected seven-story 
hotel was delayed because of stoppage 
on the railway work. The hotel build- 
ers sald they couldn't put airships in 
service to reach the site, and without 
the incline road access to the place 
would be difficult. | ; 

Construction of the cliff-scaling rall- 
way was begun last December, a deep 
cut being made in the bluff between 
Hill street and Broadway, by cour- 
tesy termed Court street, although it 
could be traversed only by a flight of 
extremely steep steps. 

The grading in preparation for the 
line had been completed and the old 
stairway hed been replaced with ce- 
ment “a when the injunction was 
issued, rs. ‘Hopperstead asserting 
that her property at the top of the 
hill would be damaged greatly by the 
engine-room and tower that were te 
have been bullt at the upper end of the 


incline. 

By abandoni the tower project, 
making some changes in its building 
plans and by the payment of cash, the 
company effected a settlement and 
now is free to go ahead. 

The new line is to be one of the 
steepest inelme railways in the coun- 

ry. It goes up the side of the bluff 
on a grade of 50 per cent., the rise 
from the Broadway level to the top of 
the hill being eighty-two feet, while 
the heights are 405 feet above sea- 
level and afford a commanding view of 
the city. 3 

In place of the tower that was to. 

ve bullt, President R. E. 
Blackburn of the tower company says 
it is likely that this observation device 
will be placed atop the high hotel, 
thus giving a view-point situated at a 
higher altitude than the lofty Court- 
house tower across the street. 

The new railway is to have two 
tracks and two cars and is to be oper- 
ated by cable, the motive power being 
electricity. Two motors in the bulld- 
ing at the top of the incline will move 
the cable to which each car will be 
attached, and on each vehicle will be 
an additional cable for safety pur- 
poses. It is sald the cars will be oper- 
ated in much the same manner as are 
elevators, and that they could just as 
well. be run straight up in the air as 
at the grade provided. 

The cars, which have been bullt by 
Leo Suck of this city, are ornate in 
appearance and are finished inside 
with mahogany and plate glass. Each 
will seat seventeen passengers. The 
machinery for the line is being in- 
stalled by the Union Iron Works. 

The fare on the line, as provided in 
the franchise obtained from the City 
Council, is to be at the rate of one 
cent each way when tickets are pur- 
chased in quantities of one hundred or 
more: or five cents for a single ticket. 
Should the line be completed before 
Octobe- 1. as promised. the builders 
will receive one-half of a subscrip- 
tion of $2590 raised by the Court-street 
Improvement Association: the re- 
mainder to be paid when the line shal! 
have been in operation sixty days.’

The cleu that led eventually to the 
arrest of Davies was furnished by 
Capt. White, County Jailer, sevéral 
days ago. He intercepted a letter ad- 
dressed to a prisoner in the County 
Jail, D. y. Sollender, who was sent 
up from Long Beich on the 27th of 
last June to serve a sentence of 175 
days for vagrancy. At the time of his 
arrest Sollender was living at the house 
of a Mrs. O. M. Harley. who is a near 
relative of Marshal Conklin. 

The intercepted letter to Sollender 
said that everything had been fixed up 
to destroy Conklin's home with dyna- 


mite. This letter Capt. White “passed 
up’ to its objective, but the Long 
Beach Marshal laughed at it as a 


cluinsy and idle threat, notwithstand- 
ing his female relative was known to 
be very bitter against him for having 
caused the arrest and imprisonment of 
her “friend’’ and lodger, Sollender. 
It is now declared that since the 
putting away of vagrant Sollender, 
Jake Davies has been a frequenter of 
the Harley woman's home. The 
Sheriff's office has a signed statement 
from Mrs. Harley to the effect that al- 
most immediately after the early- 
morning dynamite outrage Davies 
came hurriedly to her home, told her 
Marshal Conklin's house had deen 
blown up. and threatened to kill her | 
if she blabbed.“ Further, the finger 
of suspicion was stiffened toward 
Davies by the finding in the brush 
near his home of a box of detonating 
caps and a stick of dynamite, and by | 
the fact that he pretty well fitted the 
description given by the San Pedro 
hardware merchant of a man who had 
bought a considerable quantity of 
dynamite from him the day preceding | 
the explosion. 
In the face of all these circumstances 
it seemed a reasonable step to place 


Davies under arrest. This action 
would have been deferred another 
twenty-four hours, however, in the 


hope of landing his supposed confeder- 
ate in the same haul. had not the 
Sheriff's men been warned that Davies 
Was getting ready to disappear and 
had about completed quiet preparations 
for a stealthy departure for the North. 
Deputy Sheriff Gilbert went to Long 
Beach yesterday morning. and with 
the help of Deputy Marsha! Stevens 
and the use of a littl shrewdness. 
soon got onto Davies’ trail. At. 11 
o'clock he caught his man driving west 
in a buggy on Tenth street. Gilbert 
hailed him, and jumped in without ado 
when Davies pulled up. “You're under 
arrest for dynamiting Conklin’s 
house.“ was the officer's brief remark 
“drive to the City Hall.“ 

Davies at least had his nerve with 
him. He offered not the slightest re- 
sistance. though quietly disclalming 
any gullt of the crime. and drove to 
the City Hall as ordered. A search of 
his person revealed nothing but a bot- 
tle of “dago red.” Gilbert brought his 
prisoner to Los Angeles on a noon car 
and lodged him in the County Jail. 
There Davies refused to make any 
statement to newspaper men beyond 
telling his name, place of birth (San 
Bernardino,) age, residence and the 
size of his family.

trees which held the carriage while the 
horses fell one upon the other.

People of Heights Resent the 
Mournful Intrusion. 


Improvement Association Will 
Act Officially. 


Burial lots laid out to Pico street 
and the prospect of the encroachment 
of the City of the Dead upon the busi- 
Ress section of Pico Heights are caus- 
ing a sensation among the citizens of 
the West Side. 

These citizens declare that no burials 
shall take place north of the Los An- 
@eles-Pacific Railway tracks and steps 
@re being taken to purchase the tract 
of ground in question for a public 
park. 

For years the movements of the 
Rosedale Cemetery Association have 
been watched jealously and every effort 
bas been made to prevent the laying 


out of paths and the planting of lawns 


for cemetery purposes on the strip of 
land adjoining Sepulveda street. Grad- 
wally, however, the needs of the ceme- 
tery have been such thai piece by piece 
aii the avaliable land has been sub- 
divided into burial picts, until the next 
move would appear to be the prepar- 
ing of the strip north of the railway 
tracks to provide the much-needed 
Space for beautiful Rosedale. 

Only a few blocks from the heart 
pf the cemetery is the main business 
Gistrict of Pico Heights, one of the 
Most prosperous ections of the city. 
Directly adjoining the business portion 
long Sepulveda street are many fine 
homes. Beyond these the eighty acres 
of cemetery property extends westward 
to Normandie avenue and southward to 
Washington street. 


Over one of the finest and most val-!“ 


able subdivisions of city property the 
limits of Rosedale extend, rolling in 
beautiful lawns well kept and hand- 
— adorned with flowers and shrub-

All this the citizens of Pico Heights 
have seen and a short time ago a de- 
Cision was arrived at ambdng the prin- 
pal property owners to ask the city 
to purchase the property of the ceme- 
tery association and convert the same 
into a public park. 

This was thought to solve for all 
time the question of the encroachment 
of the grave piots and there was un- 
bounded joy among those who have 
Worried over the situation. 

Those who were so sanguine and 
who believed their troubles were at an 
end received a sudden jolt yesterday 
when it was ascertained that the prop- 
erty in question was not on the market 
@t any price and that no option could 
be obtained on the tract desired for 
park purposes. 

As well as discovering that the prop- 
erty so much desired could not be pur- 
chased, another fact came to light 
which produced added nervous chills. 
Those who have been investigating the 
affairs of the cemetery people discov- 
ered that lots for buriaj purposes have 
been laid out north of Pico street and 


' that there is nothing to prevent inter- 


ments being made in any of the prop- 
erty surrounding and adjoining the 
business district. 

Speaking of the situation and of the 
Sentiment among the property owners 
of Pico Heights Dr. E. O. Sawyer said 
yesterday 

“We intend to look out for the best 
interests of this community and the 
laying out of these burial lots means

This will be laid out in lawns and a 
space of three acres will be provided | 
for a children's playground.

Cemetery Association it was stated 
that overtures had been made by 
parties for the purchase of prop- 
erty fronting on Pico street. Noth- 
ing definite has been done in the 
matter and it was further stated that 
the property in question was not on the 
market. President George 8. Crow of 
the association said: | 

“We are not going to sell this prop- | 
erty at the present time.

“Naturally one would suppose ‘that, 
after all these years, the findings of 
chemists would have reached a very 
fine point of exactness, that it would be 
easy to define at once any question as 
to the nature and composition of as- 
phalt, its quality and efficiency under 
all conditions. This, however, is by no 
means the case. On the contrary, quite 
the reverse is true. Chemists have 
widely different methods of investiga- 
tion, while others with the same method 
have obtained entirely different resulis 
in their analysis, one calling petro- 
lene by the name of asphaltine and an- 
other vice versa. 

COMPOSITION OF ASPHALT. 
_“Asphalts, which are partially solu- 
Ble in alcohol, totally or partially 80 in 
ether, and totally soluble in bisulphide 
of carbon and chloroform, are composed 
of three different hydro-carbons, 
namely retine, petrolene and asphaltine. 
By overheating petrolene can be 
asphaltine or retine can never ve 
changed into petrolene. 

“Retine is not desirable ag it is belle 
tically coke. Petrolene is the most in- 
portant component of asphalt, as it is 
what gives it all its tenacious nature, 
while asphaltine gives it its hardness 
and an excessive amount of either or 
both is certain to be detrimental. 

“Oil in its raw state contains 
no asphalt, but it does contain ihe 
hydro-carbons, which, when  sub- 
jected to sufficient heat, a 
changed into asphalt, the tenacilots 
nature of the same being governed eu- 
tirely by the character and amount 
the different hydro-carbons contained 
in the oil. Hydro-carbons, the richer 
in hydrogen, are called saturated and 
are entirely impervious to water or 
other foreign substances, and not easily 
separated from the oil. The tenacious 
quality imparted to asphalt by petro- 
lene is one of the most important 
properties demanded. It is that which 
plays the greatest part in road-mak- 
ing and without it any attempt fo 
construct a good road will be in vain. 

“Therefore does it not appear that, 
in chosing a material with which to 
construct our roadways, we should de- 
termine our choice by considering the 
amount of petrolene contained in the 
oil and not by the amount of D“ 
grade asphalt that can be obtained 
from it when it is treated in a still? 
The point I wish to make here is that 
such grading is very uncertain, and 
that degrees of hardness or softness as 
determined by the flow, penetration or 
weight tests are absolutely no guides.

An Earnest Argument Against It, 


and an Impassioned Appeal |

N effort is now being made to 

bring about peace between Russia 

and Japan. The meeting piace has 
been designated and approved, and the 
respective governments have sent their 
representatives clothed with full ple- 
nary powers to conclude a treaty of 
peace. The scene is, therefore, trans- 
ferred from the bloody battlefields and 
military strategy to that of the pen, 
which is mightier than the sword, and 
the intellect, which is more 
than d ite. 

This * unique in the annals of 
history, in that the victor is just as 
anxious for peace as the vanquished, 
if not more 380. 

Japan, which has astounded the 
world with her marvelous secretive- 
ness, both in military and diplomatic 
channels, has nevertheless, semi-offi- 
Gally, given out her terms for the con- 
clusion of peace; they are in effect: 

ti.) ‘To hold and keep, by virtue of 
conquest, all territory thus far secured 
during the war.

<3.) To be paid an indemnity approx- 
imating to the cost of the war, esti-

As we have already stated, Japan is 
anxious to conclude peace for the fol- 
lowing reasons: | 

rue country has suffered a great 
deal by the ravages of the war, and all 
ner energies have been taxed for its 
prosecution at the expense of her in- 


dustrial and commercial interests. 
Her finances are in such a state 


that, since the beginning of the war,

| nity The war has now been waged 
nearly two years, and not a foot of 
Russian territory has been conquered. 
The progress has been very unsatisfac- 
tery. Pert Arthur held out months and 
months after the Japanese generals 
and admirals set the date for its ocvu- 
pation. The date had to be frequently 
changed until the day of its surrender, 
and if Gen. Stoessel held out longer 
(and subsequent information shows he 
could easily have done so,) [This as- 
gertion is hardly supported by the evi- 
dence.—E4. Times.] the Japanese 
would have shown far less progress 
than they have now. 

On the other hand Russia is desirous 
ef peace principally on account of her 
internal troubles. These have worried 
the authorities far more than the war, 
and Japan may attribute her successes 

great measure to this fact. As to 
lan finances, all that is necessary 
to say is that Russia does ail her bor- 
rowing without any security, while 
Japan cannot secure a dollar in this 
manner. People accustomed to bor- 
rowing from banks and individuals ap- 
preciate the meaning of this, and can 
draw their own conclusions. 

As to Russian exhaustion in this war, 
eid her resources, it is but necessary 
to state that most of her population 
hardly know there is a war, and, of 
course, her commerce and industry 
have suffered far less than those of 
the Japanese. The above facts show 
that Japan needs peace far more than 
Russia, and as both are anxious for 
peace, it appears that it can be con- 
cluded provided the terms are right. 

Now, then, comes Japan and states 
her terms; whether in substance they 
are as stated above, it does not mat- 
ter; all agree that she will ask for an 


The question, shall Russia pay in- 
demnity? is answered with the ques- 
tion, Is Japan in position to enforce 
an indemnity? It seems strange that 
up to this time no one has arisen to 
ask the simple, childlike question, why 
should Russia y indemnity, All in- 
ter national authorities agree that when 
a victor takes possession of property of 
the vanquished, the same is frequently 
surrendered upon payment of indem- 
nity. The inference being that to de- 
mand an indemnity, the victor is in 


indemnity. 


right of conquest, and will not let it go 
until paid. This is most clearly illus- 
trated in the late Franco- n War. 
Germany swept with her armies and 
overran France like a cyclone. Paris 
was in her grasp; then came a confer- 
ende and proposals for peace. France 


said, “I have had enough—give me back 


territory.” Germany replied, 
“Very well, I will give you back your 
territory provided you pay an indem- 
nity, which in your case will be 6,000,- 
900,000 francs."’ To this France, at first, 
objected. It was too much. Then Ger- 
many said, “Very well, I will keep 
what I won; it is mine by conquest.” 
France quickly saw the point, and the 
6,000,000,000 francs was paid in such a 
short time that the whole world won- 
@ered. It is seen by this that Germanv 
was in position not only to demand but 
to enforce an indemnity, and France 
was in position where she Was com- 
pelled to comply. 
Is Japan in position now, as Ger- 
many was then with France. How 
different the situation! Here comes a 
nation and says in substance, I want 
all I won by conquest. I want also 
your warships, which I haven't got. I 
also want $1,000,000,000, for which I 
will give you nothing in return. What 
can one expect should be Russia's re- 
ly to such a demand? If she has any 
nor left she sheuld say to Japan: 
“If you are going to keep all you won 
by conquest, why then should I give 
vou more?” Preposterous, unheard-of- 
demand, without precedent, nothing 
like it in the annals of history! Think 
of the boldness of the Nipponese, not 
only keeping what he won by right of 
conquest, but wanting more, trying to 
get by strategy what he has not se- 
cured by fair fighting. Imagine Ger- 
many, when at the gates of Paris, tell- 
ine France: “I will keep what I won; 
besides, I want you to give up all your 
warships, and pay me the largest in- 
demnity the world has ever heard of.” 
What do you suppose the French peo- 
ple would do in this dilemma? They 
would say: “Surely, if you are going 
to take and keep all you won, we cer- 
tainly are not going to give you more 
fo easy. Fight for it?“ Think of the 
nerve of a nation asking for something 
that don’t belong to her by right of 
conquest, something she has no right 
to demand! Trying with her many 
friends, notably England, to hoodwink 
Russia, make her believe she is not 
only whipped but crushed, that noth- 
ing now remains but the alternative 
of indemnity or destruction of the 
Russian Empire.

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history, and authority of international 
law in such cases. Therefore, the 
question at this pont is no longer, 
„Should Russia pay 4 demnity, but 
is Japan in position demand and 
enforce indemnity?” ‘To demand and 
obtain an indemnity’ the victor must 
be in position to hold the vanquished 
in such a grasp ,that nothing remains 
but its acceptance; that failure to do 
so, what the victor has already won, 
would more than counterbalance the 
item of indemnity. | 

But the unheard-of situation in this 
case is, that the victor has no legs to 
stand on in insisting, on an indemnity. 
Telling Russia she will keep all she 
hag won is as far as Japan can go. 
To further ask and demand an in- 


demnity in this case is like a man 


standing in the street and demanding 
money and jewelry a man locked 
up in a house. Get the man first, 
break open his house, levy on his goods, 
and then you can easily bring him to 
time, and he will gladly pay you a 
bonus to leave his house. As Germany 
has done to France, force a situation 
so that Russia will be compelled to 
Pay an indemnity. Does Japan think 
she can stand on the brink of the 
Russian Empire and scratch the bear 
a little, and thus bring him to time? 
The Japanese themselves believe this 
is no time for peace, for the good rea- 
son that they cannot insist on terms 
which they have not earned on the 
battlefield. Suppose you draw a paral- 
lel and see Russia invade Formosa 
and take possession of that entire 
island. Would that compel the Japa- 
nese to sue for ce? To make the 
situation more ludicrous, supposing 
Russia should say: “I will keep For- 
mosa, and in addition I want an in- 
demnity of 51.000, 000, 000 


The Japanese reply would be: IF 


you want it come up here and get it.“ 
Therefore, the Russian reply to the 
demand for Japanese indemnity should 
be the same. No man likes to give 
up money unless he has to, and much 
less a nation. 

The Japanese see that Russia, even 
six thousand miles away, is hard to 
beat, and every foot they get farther 
into Siberia, they are playing into 
Russia's hands. The world was elec- 
trified by the wonderful move of Ad- 
miral Togo in destroying a portion of 
the Russian fleet riding at anchor in 
Port Arthur, twenty-four hours before 
any declaration of war. All good fight- 
ers are fair fighters, and even the 
friends of Japan have not a word 


to say about this subject. But 
reverse the situation and put Rus- 
sia in the place of Japan, and 


our newspapers and magazines would 


be filled to overflowing with denun- 
cilations of Russia as a cowardly and 
sneaking nation, takin; advantage 
that no fair fighter — take. And 
Historians would many pages of 
history, not only denouncing Russia, 
but quoting international law and the 
precedence of nations, showing how 
unworthy of a nation to commit such 
a crime; and yet, we of the United 
States believe in fair play, but have 
never uttered a word about this. For, 
if Togo had @ right to attack the Rus- 
sian fleet twenty-four hours before war 
was declared, no nation would be safe 
under such a precedent. No one could 
ever know when the blow would fall. 

It is for that reason that civilized na- 
tions undergo the formality of making 
declarations of war before beginning 
hostilities. 

And to further show the cunning of 
the Jap, he had the effrontery to issue 
his declaration of war a few hours 
after Togo had what he had 
done at Port Arthur. This was done 
in order to conform to the usages of 
civilized nations. What perfidy! What 
a veneer of civilization! Again the 


world was told over and over again 


that Japan was fully prepared for this 


war, and as indicated by the @irst at- 


tack on Port Arthur, all her actions 
would be quick and decisive.. There 
would be no delays. It appears that 
for a nation that was for ten years 
secretly preparing for this war, there 
has been nothing but delays. The 
armies first met at the Yalu River 
with everything in favor of the Japa- 
nese, whose bases were as innumerable 
as there were landing places in 
Korea, and yet, it took them a year 
and a half to reach Mukden—a dis- 
tance less than two hundred miles! 
Imagine a war starting at Boston, 
and in all those months having barely 
reached New York. You call that 
quick and decisive action? Was there 
any excuse for the Japanese at this 
point, within ten hours of home 
against Russia’s ten weeks, with a 
hundred bases of supply against Rus- 
lag one single-track railroad? 

If the Japanese are such good fight- 
ers, why don't they march on? The 
last battle was fought sevéral months 
ago. Why don’t they fight instead of 
standing still? They say it is on account 
of the weather. In summer it is the 
rains, and in winter it ig the cold. 
think of it! Did the Union and Con- 
federate armies ever stap fighting 
months at a time on account of the 
weather? And we certainly have all 
kinds of climate in our land. Did the 
Germans and French stop fighting on 
account of the weather? 

They speak of the progress of the 
Japanese in this war, unparalleled in 
history. What about the Franco- 
Prussian war, when Germany swept 
over France and compelled her to sub- 
mit in less than nine months. Did 
evér a brave and warlike nation offer 
for her inactivity such an excuse as 


Japan is doing today? Why don’t the 
armies of Japan advance? What is 
the cause? Because Japan {is whipped.

ble massacres, upheaval of the govern- 
ment, overthrow of dynasty, carnage 
and bloodshed, to which the French 
revolution appears tame and insignifi- 
cant. Friends and foes of Russia read 
such news, and their concjusions are 
unanimous. There is trouble for Rus- 
sia, and she had better make peace 
with Japan. You can rea columns 
upon columns in the English press tel!- 
ing Russia just what she should do, 


In all seriousness I want to ask of 
Japan on what grounds she bases her, inting out to her her destitute and 
indemnity. in view of wrecedence in ess condition, and tell her to

demnity, a thousand millions: would be 
a very conservative sum to. pay over 
to Japan. Shame and humiliation that 
any friend of Russia should bite at 
such a piece of deceit and ‘treachery.

There is no question that Japan is 
carrying on in this peace conference 
the biggest game of bluff eber perpe- 
trated on another nation, bat Russia 
need not fear, her case is in the hands 
of able men.

It is said that the Russians are 
not sincere in these peace proceedings.

Hot on the heels of the disclosures 
in connection with Frances Hale's cam- 
paign for Door of Hope funds, three 
seekers of support for various charit- 
able and other purposes have appeared 
during the last week at the office of 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association in quest of the indorsement 
of Secretary Zeehandelaar. Al of 
them were turned down on the ground 
that their credentials were insufficient 


and their purposes hazy. 

One of the applicants was an old 
man who wished to obtain subscrip- 
tions for a celebration of “Bob” Inger- 
soll's birthday. He had put himeelf 
down for $3 and he wanted $67 more to 
carry out his plan. There was a 
deal of uncertainty as to just how this 
celebration was to be conducted; why 
the exact amount of $70 was needed, 
and who, if anyone, was to assist the 
applicant in spending it. 

Another man, of sanctimonious cut, 
who introduced himeelf as “Dr. Alex-

Te Baffle the Submarine. 


The science of war itself is always 
fn BR constant state of attack and de- 
fense. No sooner is an improved weapon 
of attack invented, than a method of 
Gefense has to be devised to meet the 
ne condition of things. In naval wham 
fare the submarine is the latest assall- 
ant, and now means are being devised 
to baffle the submarine. A writer in 
one of the French scientific reviews 
Geacribes a new plan for effecting this 
end. A battléship at anchor is to be 
provided with a number of submerged 
acoustic trumpets. This instrument 
consists of a tube whose lower extrem- 
ity ia enlarged to form a chamber 
closed by a membrane. The observer 

laces his ear at the other end of the 
ong tube. In this way the noise of a 
submarine screw p lier 
heard at a distance of several miles, 
and it is claimed that a short experi- 
ence will enable the direction fröm 
Which the sound waves are coming 
through the water to be determined. 
Therefore with this apparatus in use, 
no submarine need be allowed to steal 
upon a ship unawares. Now that this

After a brief time they had 
‘devastated Vast areas of pasturage, 
and the evil grew until the entire pas- 
tofal industry was threatened with 
ruin. It cost millions of dollars to wire- 
fence the sheep lands, and so hold tne 
under restrictions, thereby enab- 

ne trapping and poisoning to keep it 
down. However, Australia is now mak- 
ing money out of her hitherto super- 
fiueus rabbits. During a single week, in 
the city of Melbourne alone, no fewer 
than 707,791 rabbits have gone through 
the hands of the government graders 
appointed to pass produce for export 
ander the government brand that Is 
the guarantee of good quality. Of this 
enormous total, 660,424 were passe, 
and packed, the value of the week's 
pack exceeding 860.000. The people of 
Australia themselves rarely eat rab- 
bits. The animals have been so long 
as vermin“ that they are 
looked upon much in the same light as 
rate. Hence the popular distaste, al-

Up to a 
few years ago, if there was ever & 
patch of foreign territory under the 
undisputed commercial dominion of 
England, it was the Island of Madeira. 
The whole shipping and coaling busi- 
ness of the place was in the hands 
of Englishmen, so with the banks; the 
hotels, and the wine trade; even the 
summer visitors were exclusively Eng- 
lish, and English money was to all m- 
tents and purposes the current coin of 
the little sea-girt realm. But mark 
how things have changed. Thus be- 
‘moans the Morning Post of London: 
“The Deutsche Bank has agents there, 
German clerks are ousting Englishmen, 
a German store supplies the wants of 
British warships, ah enterprising com- 
pany under the auspices of the Ham- 
burg-American line is stocking large 
quantities of coal, and a kindred com- 
pany is buying up all the best land in 
the island. If it should get the casino 
‘concession, a permanent German col- 
ony will establish itself, and soon Fun- 
chal may be practically a German coal- 
ing station.” But the crowning griev- 
ance of all is that\the Germans bare 
erected a big tour hotel, and, by 
calling it a sanatorjum and declaring 
two or three beds ſo be reserved for 
poor patients, were enabled to ship in 
all the building materials, furniture 
and general equipment, even grocery 
stores as well, free of customs duty. 
As the rival Britieh hotel keepers have 
to pay duty amounting to nearly a 
mundred per cent. on similar goods, 
they are naturally feeling kind of lone- 
some over the deal, Even the tradi- 
tional friendship of Portugai for Eng- 
land, the good fellowship subsisting 
between King Edward and King Car- 
los—they are the bosom friends among 
the monarchs of Europe, those two— 
are being invoked to prevent this out- 
rageous condition of things from go- 
ing further. 

Adding Fuel to the Quarrel. 

A further stir has been created in 
England by a report thet a German 
syndicate has purchased a vast coal 
field in Wales, estimated to contain 
200,000,000 tons of the finest steam coal, 
the article that is in demand for 
every navy in Europe, and is obtain- 
able nowhere else but from Wales. 
The picture ts drawn of a constant 
stream of German steamers leaving 
the British shores laden with the pre- 
cious article of commerce—not be- 
grudged in time of peace, but sorely 
distrusted in such quantities as being 
obviously reserve stores for the even- 
tuality of War. The prime Importance 
of Welsh coal lies not only in its high 
steam-producing qualities, but in its 
almost absolute smokelessness. All 
the other coals of Europe smoke, in 
comparison, like so much damp straw. 
Accordingly the Briti¢her has hitherto 
indulged the dream that when the 
great navel war does come the mgve- 
ments of his opponents“ battleships 
will be marked by black clouds on the 
horizon, while his own wll be enabled 
to steal about in smokeless unobtru- 
siveness. Hence the grab of a Welsh 
colliery by German capital touches the 
nation on the raw: .

“Shippers of frult and other com-

{New York Press:] It is estimated 
that the cost of operating this new 18- 
hour train is 7% cents a mile, or $678.76 
each way, which means afi annual ex- 
pense of over $495,000. The importance 
of the innovation must be apparent to 
all when it is seen that a railroad com- 
pany is willing to spend half a million 
dollars to save two hours in the run- 
ning time of one train in each direc- 
tion. The locomotives used are the 
same as those we have seen on the 
Pennsylvania limited and the Manhat- 
tan limited. Take as an example No. 
7203, the Atlantic type, class E. It 
weighs all told, tender full of coal and 
water, 324,000 pounds, or 162 tons. The 
weight of its four drivers (two on a 
side) is 80,000 pounds. The weight of 
all of its ten wheels—two drivers, two 
pony wheels and one trailing wheel on 
each side of the bolier—is 181,000 pounds. 
It carries 30,000 pounds of coal and 7100 
gallons of water. The drivers are 
eighty inches in diameter. The steam 
prersure is 295 pounds to the square 
inch, always maintained. This mon- 
ster was built in 1902, and has been 
constantly on the road ever since, ex- 
cept when undergoing repairs. Since 
being retubed she has traveled 40,000 
miles, having worked off about 20 per 
cent. of her usefulness. When the 
other 80 per cent. is disposed of she 
will go into scrap tron. 

On the run to Chicago six different 
engines are used and if each consumes 
30,000 pounds of coal you will see that 
the total consumption for the trip is 
180,000 pounds, or ninety tons. Of wa- 
ter, some 100,000 gallons are converted 
into steam. I could not find any offi- 
cial to give me the horse power of this

| Oregon was anticipated in the mat- 
ter of land steals by about 100 years, 
when the “Yazoo fraud” was perpetrat- 
ed. This was a term applied to the 
transaction by which’ the State of 
Georgia, through an act of its Legisla- 
ture January 7, 1795, granted about 35,- 
000,000 acres of her western territory to 
four land companies, known as the Ya- 
200 companies. The consideration paid 
was $500,000, and the territory extended 
frem the Alabama and Cossa rivers to 
the Mississippi and from the 35th to the 
ist parallel of latitude, Every mem- 
ber of the Legislature except one was a 
shareholder in one of the companies. 
Although the grant was repealed and 
the records of the transaction publicly 
burned the next year, the case did not 
end then. In 1814 the Congress of the 
United States ordered the lands sold 
and appropriated $5,000,000 for extin- 
guishing the rights of the claimants.—

ER two years of peace in Los 
Angeles the “labor leaders” are 

more bestirring themselver. 

Excepting one or two movements in 
the beginning of 1904 there has been 
nothing to disturb the industrial quiet 
since the summer or early fall of 1903. 
In January, 1004, the butchers’ strike 
was called off, and in the February 
following occurred the disgraceful buy- 
cott of the Rival Restaurant by the 

and wal Both ended in a 
_ Complete rout of the unionists and the 
shattering of their unions; but since 
then Los Angeles has been practically 
free of labor troubles until quite re- 
cently. The Santa Fé strike which 
began in May, 1904, was not of local 
origin, nor was it ever perceptible in 
this city, and need not be included in 
the list of local disturbances, but in 
the same month the agitators tried to 
get the union carpenters to make a 
stand against the open shop, and 
threatened to bring about a general 
tie-up of the building operations of the 
city. It was a wild threat, not devoid 
of an eloment of humor, for the unions 
had passed through a succession of de- 
feats and disasters that had left wnion- 
ism crippled and discouraged. More- 
over, the employers were in no frame 
to be tampered with; competent non- 
union workmen were abundant, labor 
was well paid, as it is today, and the 
union carpenters refused to abandon | 
their jobs, for well they knew what 
the result would be, The agitators 
fumed and threatened still, but other 
“leaders” who had observed conditions 
more closely could read the handwrit- 
ing upon the wall, and counseled 
peace. Their ranks had been thinned, 
many had left the city, others were 
hunting jobs here, union treasuries 
bad been depleted, cohesion had been 
destroyed, the spirit of unloniam bro- 
ken, and the leaders had had all che 
trouble they wanted. 
The one cry heard then, except 
among the leaders of the building 
crafts, was for peace, and in September 
the Building Trades Council joined the 
peace cry in a set of resolutions. It 
wanted peace, it said, for nine months, 
and called upon the citizens to witness 
this crowning virtue of unionism. it | 
was indeed a phenomenon worth not- 
ing, but the virtue was made a neces- 
sity, for neither the building trades 


nor any other unionists were in a po- 


sition to make a winning fight. Be- 
sides, employers and the public had 
heard all they wanted of union balder- 
dash, as they had learned all they 
wanted of impudent and presumptuous 
union activity. Most of the unionists 
themselves had been surfeited with 
“leadership;”’ they were satisfied that 
the unionism they had come to know 
was a humbug, a net for victims, and 
that unless they were to be permitted 
to earn their bread undisturbed by the 
meddling of the now obnoxious agita- 
tors they would follow the course of 
others. regain their independence and 
save for themselves and their families 
the dues and assessments which sup- 
ported a set of loud-mouthed blather- 
skites in a pernicious idleness and a 
so-called unionism which destroys 
one’s freedom and threatens one's live- 
lihood.

/PICKETING UNLAWFUL. 

A decision of importance to labot 
unions and employers has just been 
handed down by Superior Judge Frank 
J. Murasky in the case of Kosta, a 
— proprietor, against the 

ooks’ Union and the Waiters’ Union. 
It applies to all the actions brought in 
the last few months by proprietors of 
restaurants who have adopted the 
open-shop plan to prevent picketing of 
their places by the cooks and waiters, 
these suits being assigned to Judge 
Murasky's department. It is applic- 
able also to labor union boycott cases 
in general. 
Judge Murasky rules that picketing 
is unlawful when it becames a _ nul- 
sance, and it may become a nuisance 
when even one man, distinguished by 
a banner, badge or other device, stands 
constantly in front of a boycotted em- 
ployer’s place for the purpose of in- 
juring his business. The decision was 
a lengthy one, occupying several type- 
written pages, the most interesting 
clauses to believers of the open shop 
principle, being as follows: 

“Though the argument of counsel 
was exhaustive and deserved an ela- 
borate review of the authorities cited, 
I am not enabled to do more at this 
time than set down the conclusions 
which follow from an examination of 
ithe many cases and a consideration of 
the principles touching the questions 
involved in this hearing, namely, the 
right of the d dants to ‘picket’ the 
establishment of plaintiff, and the ex- 
tent to which ‘pirketing,’ if permis- 
sible may be carried. 

COMMON RIGHTS STATED. 

“The right of a’number of employés 
to combine for their own betterment, 
and, in furtherance of their purpose, 
to quit work in a body, and the right 
of others to take and hold without 
molestation the places so vacated, is 
established beyond question. The em- 
ployé6, not under contract for a defi- 
nite period, may leave his employment 
for any reason or without reason, and 
the employer may discharge such em- 
ployé at his pleasure. 

“Those who have quit work may 
seek to induce those who have taken 
their places to abandon their employ- 
ment, provided no coercion, threats, 
intimidation, violence or any similar 
influence which might operate against 
the exercise of an untrammeled voll- 
tion, be used. | 

“While employés have a right to quit 
work singly or in a body, with or with- 
out cause, afd, In the advancement of 
their interests, to ask others to do the 
same equity will protect the employer 
against a malevolent conspiracy to de- 
stroy his property, and any combina- 
tion which has for its purpose the de- 
struction of his business by preventing 
its operation through the intimidation 
of those who deal with or work for him 
may be enjoined. 

“While the individual, or a combina- 
tion of individuals, has the right to 


for any person, the threat of a boycott 
against others who may deal with such 
person in order to compel them against 
their will to also refrain from patroniz- 
ing or working for such person, is a 
species of infimidation.”

SOME PLAIN FACTS. 

Uniess You Stand in With “de 
Gang” There is No Chance of a 
Steady Job—Newspaper Publishers

A printer who was a member of “Big 
Six” Typographical Union of New 
York until the spring of last year 
writes: 

“I have noticed at the union meet- 
ings and in a more practical way in 
the daily paper office that men of the 
Ben Hanford stripe are rapidly coming 
to the front in influence and numerical 
strength. This class of men hold the 
best jobs in the business today and 
have become too powerful to be dis- 
lodged. The union leaders will deny 
tnis, but I have found by actual ex- 
perience that unless a man stands with 
that class he has not the slightest 
chance to get a steady newspaper job 
in any department, unless he has some 
friend connected with the manage- 
ment, and even then his lot won’t be a | 


where the union is absolutely supreme 
like San Francisco, Portland, Or., Seat- 
tle, Wash., Chicago, ete. No man has 
a chance for a steady sit on a news- 
paper who can’t be depended upon to 
strike and stay out in times of trouble, 
and in cases like Pittsburgh, where the 
newspaper publishers had stamina 
enough to pull together, the said print- 
ers, when they found they were beaten 
moved to the cities where this organ- 
ization within the union quickly took 
care of its own. Where the union gets 
beaten in one city it sends stool pige- 
ons from other cities to work under 
cover and gradually, after a few years, 
get control again. That's what they 
are doing in Pittsburgh now, at Phil- 
adelphia also. A man can be an expert 
in his line, it does not matter; unless 
he stands with this class he has 
chance whatever, no matter how long 
he has belonged to the union. _ 

“The publishers today are too busy 
to pay any attention to unionism and 
welcome them, I presume, rather than 
have any temporary inconvenience: 
but the day is rapidly coming when 
they will have to pay the fiddler—a day 
of blackmai! and graft, that will as- 
tound and ruin all but the strongest 
concerns. In San Francisco today you 
will find the business men are in this 
very condition, though it is not so bad 
as it will be in a few years. In San 
Francisco during the teamsters’ strike, 
four years or so ago, I saw men 
knocked down in broad daylicht and 
their arms broken-—twice on Market

sists of a long series of immense half 
circles of wood, held in place by 
strong ribs, the whole structure being 
securely bolted together. It looks 
for all the world like the skeleton 
framework of a great ship in course 
of construction—a big one, mind yon, 
for one of these cradles is longer than 
the largest ocean liner—and the re- 
sembiance is still further suggested 
by the fact that the span of the semi- 
circles of wood grows less as either 
end of the cradle is approached, just 
as a ship tapers to stem and stern, 
this arrangement being resorted to in 
order to give the distinctive cigar- 
shape to the raft for which the cradle 
serves as a mould. : 


eradle-like receptacle floats anchored 
to a row of piles at the edge of the 
river and gives sufficient play to allow 
the frame to rise and fal! with the 
tide. The logs for the raft are lifted 
into this cradle, one by one, by a der- 
rick operated by a hoisting engine and 
as each monster stick is in turn lifted 
high in the air in the grip of the 
grappling irons and then lowered inta 
place in the cradle a venturesome log- 
ger rides upon the mid-air see-saw to 
see to it that the log reaches exactly.

Crossing this chefn at right angles and 
connected with it are cross chains of 
slightly smaller size and these in turn 
are joined at either side of the raft to 
encircling chains which are wound 
about the log mass at intervals of 
twelve feet or less. The effect of this 
system of chains is to enclose the log 
structure in a flexible cage, any strain 
upon which is equally communicated 
to all parts. ‘ 

After the raft is fully completed 
comes the problem of launching and 
here a surprise is in store for the un- 
initiated. The cradle, it appears, is in 
reality two structures and whereas it 
hae been staunch enough to bear the 
thousands of tons weight of the raft 
under construction the mere drawing 
of key pins serves to sever it in twain 
throughout its length, and as the two 
sections are drawn apart the raft falls 
into the water. Then a manila rope, 
as thick as a man's body, is attached 
to the raft and the voyager is ready 
for her cruise on river and bay and 
ocean. A tug takes her down the river 
with a stern-wheel steamer at the 
after end to aid in steering in the nar-

Up to date the largest raft ever con- 
structed was one built at this port 
some monthe since and which was 
over seven hundred feet in length and 
more than fifty feet wide and which 
drew twenty two and a-nalf feet of 
water.

promoters. Borax and its develop- 
ment alone he knew, but, when he 
chanced upon these beds nine miles 
from he made up his mind 
that there must be another way of re- 
fining this almost pure deposit. This 
he set himself to find. Not being a 
chemist, hie «rx was hard, but he 
knew German as well as English and 
the works of the great theoretical 
chemists of the Fatherland were open 
jto him. From his writings on the 
great saline beds of Chile, Prof. Lange 
filled him with new ideas and to their 
applicati-n under the changed condi- 
tions of the northern continent Blum- 
enberg set himself assiduously. 

Many times he failed—failed when 
he tried boiling the mud with sulphur 
and steam; failed when he tried filters 


picked himself up again until at last 
the idea came to him “If other men 
concentrate gold ores. why is there 
not a system by which I can concen- 
trate these?” And he did, eventually. 
finding a method, which is described 
below, and which has enabled him to 
work mud containing but 4 per cent. 
of borates, whereas before the lowest 
value which could be profifably re- 
fined was about 20 per cent. The 
boric acid resulting, too, is purer and 
better adapted to the uses to which 
it is put than when obtained by other 
esses.

THIN the past three and a 
half years there has been es- 


dumped into the tanks until all are 
filled, and the sulphur in the fire-boxes 
is set on fire. An air compressor aids 
the sulphur in its burning and forces 
the fumes through every part of the 
crushed mass in the banks above. 
There the oxygen in the air combines 
with the sulphurous acid gas—very 
¢ifferent, bear in mind, from sulphuric 
acid—and this hot gas enters the tanks 
under a pressure of fifteen pounds to 
the square inch, penetrating every par- 
ticle of the ore—if such the mud may 
be called. 

Now the borax contained in the 
mud is in the form of borate of lime. 
This alone the sulphurous acid gas 
attacks, breaking it up and forming 
sulphide of lime and boric acid, 
which, by the way, we used to call 
boracic acid. And rig}t here is 
where young Blumenberg showed 
himself to be the Edison of the borax 
industry; both of the new chemicals 
formed are soluble in water in the 
dark, so water is admitted to the 
tanks just at this stage, running in at 
the top and out at the bottom, laden 
with the two products of the sulphur 
roast, into vats sunk in the ground 
and exposed to the open air. As 
soon as the sulphide of lime, formed 
in the tank and combined with water 
fn the darkness, comes into the light 
of day, it changes to an insoluble 
mass and sinks like lead through the 
water to the bottom of the vat. The 
clear solution of boric acid may then 
be drawn off into an adjoining vat 
without disturbing the useless com- 
pound.

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CLIMATE AS AN ASSET. 
FTER all,” the eastern man may say, who has 


varied attractions of Southern California, “what 
+ solid advantages have you to offer to induce a man to 
leave his eastern home and cast in his lot with you? I 
have heard much of your climate and scemery, but a man 
cannot very well live on either or both of these.” 
The question is a fair one, and we will endeavor, in as 
. few words as possible, to answer it, eo far as the climate 
is concerned. We are perfectly aware that the subject of 
Southern California’s “glorious climate” has become to 


sonable price should not let any grass grow under their 
feet. The physical configuration of the land causes this 
belt to be confined to a strip extending frgm Point Con- 
cepcion, in Santa Barbara county, to San Diego, about 
250 miles, and extending back from the coast forty miles 
—say 10,000 square miles, or 6,400,000 acres. After de- 
ducting inaccessible hills, watercourses and other places 
which cannot be cultivated, we have perhaps 5,000,000 
acres of arable land carrying with it a title, in perpetu- 
ity, to a proportionate share of the ffnest climate in the 
world—say enough to give 500,000 families ten acres 
apiece. 

The climate, even within this favored region, is, of 
course, not absolutely perfect—there is none such in the 
world—but it comes a little nearer perfection than any 
climate that exists elsewhere. It is a climate possessing 
that rare faculty of letting one alone, to pursue one's 
vocation in peace. One is not reminded of the subject of 
the weather by extreme heat or cold—by frost or snow, 
and their attendant discomforts. One can work well 
during the day, and sleep restfully at night. It is only 
new arrivals. who exclaim: “What a beautiful day!“ 
After a person has been here a few months it is taken as 
a matter of course that the day should be fine. 

Many people have been saying that this is a remark- 
ably cool and cloudy summer, so far, in Los Angeles. 
Reference to the tables kept at the local weather bureau, 
which, like George Washington, cannot tell a lie, did not 
altogether bear out this supposition until toward the end 
of July. Here are the figures showing the average sun- 
shine, humidity and temperature for May, June and 
July since a record has been kept and eimilar figures for 


the months of May, June and July of this year.

From this it will be seen that we had 6 per cent. more 
sunshine in May than the everage, 1 per cent. more in 
June, and 13 per cent. less in July. The humidity in 
May was 2 per cent. less, in June only 4 per cent. more. 
The temperature has been slightly below the average, 
but only 2 degs. in May and 3 degs. in June and July. 

Some people have also been surmising that the big 
| lake, forty miles long and in places quite deep, at Salton, 
on the Colorado Desert, may be partly responsible for the 
cloudy mornings we have been having. The same sug- 
gestions were put forth when the lake formed at Salton 
eleven years ago, but the weather man declares they are 
unfounded. Our cool and partly foggy weather at this 
time of year, which is euch a delightful contrast to cli- 
matic conditions prevailing east of the mountains, is due 
to a simple meteorologica) effect. The hot sun that 
beats down on the Colorado and Mojave deserts, where 
the temperature in the shade—when there is any shade— 
during the summer months, runs up over 100 degs. ev- 
ery day, causes the heated air to rise, and this, like open- 
ing a door to a hot room, lets in the cool, moist air from 
the Pacific Ocean.

SWITZERLAND, Its PEOPLE, ITS 
PRODUCTS AND ITs PURCHASES. 

By a Special Contributor. 

HE sturdy little republic among the snows and val- 
T leys of the Alps which kept the light of freedom 
burning brightly when the rest of Europe was under 
despotic rule and before our own republic was born is 
worthy of attention. There are nearly 16,000 square 
miles of territory in Switzerland, or nearly 50 per cent. 
more than in Belgium, but only 3,325,000 inhabitants are 
found there. The rugged Alps hold in icy fetters much 
of the country where human life is impossible. There 
are spots in the Alps peculiar in comparison with almost 
all others on the surface of the globe. No life, animal or 
vegetable can exist in the glacial ice of the mountains. 
This, ‘of course, is true of all glaciers. 
These few hardy mountaineers are industrious and en- 
terprising. They do a good deal of business compared 
with their opportunities. We do not seem to get our full 
share of this business. The total imports into Switzer- 
land come to over $225,000,000, and we sell only about 
$12,000,000 worth of this. The exports are a good deal less, 
but we take nearly $22,000,000 worth of these. France 
takes a little mcre of Switzerland’s exports, but she sends 
her little sister goods worth more than twice as much as 
she takes. France sells Switzerland a great deal of wine 
and of raw silk. Germany is Switzerland’s best cus- 
tomer, as shown by both sides of the ledger, sending her 
neighbor in ‘he mountains goods worth nearly $65,000,000 
and taking goods worth over $40,000,000. The United 
States and Great Britain are the only countries that have 
to pay a balance of trade to Switzerland, the balance 
against us being something like $9,000,000 or $10,000,000, 
and that of England upward of $27,000,000. Switzerland 


worth of goods. 
Blood and Water Again. 


It would not be exactly correct to say that the Swiss 
are a complex people. The population is more like a 
great mosaic. Touching Germany on one side, France 
on another and Italy on another, these several parts of 
Switzerland partake of the characteristics of the sur- 
rounding countries. French, German and Italian are 
spoken in the several cantons about as the geography 
lies. The names, too, show the mixed nature of the pop- 
ulation. So do their manners and dispositions. The 
lines of demarcation are not sharp nor regular. 
They overlap and penetrate one another at many points. 
Many Swiss speak all three languages. For ages these 
people have had a way of sending their children for 
awhile away from home among friends or relations so 
that they might learn to speak the three languages. It 
is no wncommon thing to find Swiss who can speak flu- 
ently all three languages which may be said to be with 
them native tongues. 

These things being so, it is not surprising that Switz- 
erland should do a great deal of business with her three 
great neighbors. An Italian salesman can go all through 
the republic and find few tustances in which he cannot 
make himself perfectly understood. The same is true of 
French and German salesmen. Besides there is often 
kinship between the people of the several neighboring 
countries and the Swiss which makes the doing of busi- 
ness easy. 


The imports into Switzerland divide themselves very 
much like this: Foodstuffs nearly $25,000,000, or about 
one-eighth of the whole, silk about $15,000,000, cotton 
over $8,000,000, iron $5,000,000 live stock nearly $6,000,000, 
wool also nearly $6,000,000, wines and beer nearly $4,000,- 
000, shoes and other leather goods nearly $3,000,000. 
Switzerland buys all the tobacco used fm her borders and 
it comes to a good round sum. ve 

It may seem as if there were not much here for us to 
compete for. We sell her nearly all her tobacco and cot- 
ton, 50,000,000 pounds of this and these two items make 
up most of our sales to the republic. Perhaps indirectly 
we may sell the Swiss more than appears, much of our 
goods going through France, Germany, Italy or Belgium. 
But American fruits perfectly prepared and introduced 
ought to sell in Switzerland where so little fruit can be 
grown outside apples and pears. Then there are no end 
of utensils, tocie and devices of American make which 
might be sold in Switzerland. I know it is not preju- 
dice, it is rational conviction which prompts me to say 
that the average run of utensils, tools, implements or de- 
vices of American make is handier, of easier use and 
serves its purpose better than the same class of things 
made almost anywhere in Europe. This is not true of 
everything, but it is generally true. The people here 
will not admit this in so many words, but they confess 
it in a much more eloquent way in the very general use 
they make of very many things made in America. For 
example, I cannot get anywhere in Europe a pair of 
shoes, or generally a pair of half hose that in any respect 
compares with those common in America. 


What Switzerland Sells us. 


While we buy from Switzerland somewhat approxi- 
mately twice as much as we sell her, there is another 
feature of her trade which makes the difference of much 
importance. We sell raw cotton, raw tobacco, raw 
wheat, lard and other goods almost in their natural state. 
There is very little net profit to our industries in such 
trade. Take the one item of cotton. We sell Switzer- 
land less than $8,000,000 worth of the raw product. She 
sells us over $38,000,000 of cotton goods in the most highly

Shortly afterward, they were all staggering about under 
the microscope in a most ridiculous manner—they were 
drunk.“ 

Scientist Schwartz officially reports from Corpus

-direction than the south, hundreds of thousands of mil- 
lions of mosquitoes blow in upon the town. Great herds 
‘of hundreds of horses run before the mosquitoes, to get 
into dnd under the water.” And this shows that the 
countless members of the Culex family are as industrious 
In Texas as in Lapland, or anywhere else in the world. 
In Texas as well as in Lapland, they are not to be 
sneezed at.“ 

The Culex family has natural enemies. such as dragon

They recommend the use of kerosene for the 
killing of mosquitoes and their larvae in stagnant 
Water; but they cannot cover the whole earth with kero- 
‘gene, albeit a great corporation might endeavor to make 
for proper consideration.

All of their investigations, these men of science have 
concluded that they know just so much as our mothers 
and grandmothers did; for they recommend kerosene, 
camphor, pennyroyal, lemon juice, vinegar, oil of tar, 
paraffin, or lavender rubbed on the hands before going 
to bed. They also recommend: “Place a fine, juicy, un- 
oooked beefsteak near the bed, on retiring.”

board it, the passengers and crew being carefully exam- 
ined before allowed to land. All persons suspected of 
having exposed themselves to the infection are taken off 
and detained within the quarantine inclosure sufficiently 
long for the disease to develop. Until some five years 
ago yellow fever ships were boarded by a disinfecting 
corps armed with portable sulphur fumigators, which re- 
sembied fire engines. Disinfecting solutions were 
sprayed upon the infected parts of the ship and all bag- 
gage was steamed upon metallic racks wheeled upon a 
track into an immense steam chamber. But although 
these devices are still resorted to in combating other for- 
eign infections aboard ship, mosquito study, so zealously 
carried on by scientists in the past few years, has re- 
sulted in a complete revolution of our quarantine laws 
applying to yellow fever. Disinfection of baggage is no 
longer required unless it be suspected that mosquitoes 
are harbored therein. Instead of the sulphur furnaces 
and sprays for killing the yellow-fever germ directly, 
there now are applied in necessary cases agencies for 
freeing the vessels entirely of mosquitoes. The yellow- 
fever mosquito of the tropics is, then, the undoubted car- 
rier of the germ. This was proven a few years back by 
Surgeon Walter Reed, U.S.A. He confined in one house 


not screened from mosquitoes volunteers clad in the most 
immaculate night garments and covered by the cleanest 
bed clothing which it was possible to obtain. In another 


house completely ecreened against mosquitoes he shut up 


volunteers who used the night clothes and bed coverings 
taken from patients in a yellow fever hospital. The men 
in the first building contracted the disease, while those 
in the second escaped, whereby it was proven that the 
suspected mosquito and not the supposedly infected 
clothing was the agency of transmission. So much for

Houses Sealed and Smoked. 


But the really strenuous disease fighting is waged upon 
mainland, in and around the spots where Yellow Jack 
has gained a foothold. The plan of campaign then com- 
prises the organization, first, of “mosquito sections” of 
eight men, each such squad with a carpenter attached 
and under the command of a medical inspector. Imme- 
diately upon learning of a new case of yellow fever, the 
surgeon in command dispatches a section to the infected 
house. All doors and windows are closed, and those 
opening into the patient's room are protected by wire 
screens. The house is then prepared for mosquito de- 
struction. Strips of paper are pasted over all cracks or 
openings through which mosquitoes might escape. Even 
chimneys are made mosquito-tight.. Old rickety buiid- 
ings are sometimes completely papered inside and exten- 
sively papered outside, even though it would be an easier 
matter to burn them down or otherwise raze them. 


The house now being insect-proof, pots partially filled 
with sulphur are ignited with the aid of wood alcohol, 
and the disinfectors retire when the sulphur burns ac- 
tively. Departing from the premises they seal the last 
door of exit. All rooms are thus treated except that oc- 
cupied by the patient, who is later removed to one of 
the fumigated apartments while his is thoroughly smoked 
out. Thus the last remaining mosquito is destroyed. 
When the smoke of battle has in a measure cleared away,

DEBTS OF SOVEREIGNS. | 
REMINDERS OF INDEBTEDNESS FORWARDED By 
CREDITORS Ercu YEAR, 

[| Pearson’s Weekly:] Every year the sovereign of this 


country receives from an Italian firm of bankers named 
Alfruzzi a bill for the payment of a debt of several mil- 


| lions. 


The bill is handed to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
| who, with much formality, acknowledges its receipt, but 
adds that the claim “does not appear to be in order,” and 
nothing more is heard of the matter for anotlfer year. 

The firm of bankers in question claim to be the lineal 
descendants of an Italian money-lender named Alfruzzi, 
who accommodated Edward III with some hundreds of 
thousands of pounds; shortly after this transaction the 


again heard of. 

In the early part of the reign of George IV, an Italian 
firm of bankers named Alfruzzi wrote to the sovereign of 
this country, claiming to be entitled to receive payment 
of the debt in question, together with interest on the 
amount lent, bringing the claim up to several millions. 

The claim is, of course, a purely formal one, but it is, 
nevertheless, made regularly every year. 

When the Peninsular war was brought to a conclusion 
a settlement was made allotting the burden of the huge 
debt incurred by the prolonged war in different amounts 
to each European nation. 

We, of course, bore the hier welght of the debt, and 
duly met our liabilities, but Spain became a very heavy 
defaulter. 

It was arranged that Spain should pay £ 20,000,000 to 
Austria in annual installments of E 5,000,000. Alas! but 
one installment was ever paid, and this the Spanish gov- 
ernment borrowed from a Greek financier, who, in his 
turn, sold the debt to his own government. 

Every year the Spanish sovereign gets a reminder from 
the Greek government of this debt, but the reminder has 
long since come to be regarded as a purely formal one 
by the recipients of it, and it is never even acknowl- 


We send out two claims ourselves every year of a like 
character. | 

One is dispatched to the Turkish government, claiming 
£ 2,000,000, and another to the Prince of Montenegro for 
about half that amount. . 

The former claim is a little balance we have against 
Turkey since the Crimean war, but it was arranged long 
since that the claim should never be enforced. 

The debt due by the Prince of Montenegro is, however. 
a more serious affair. It consists of a sum of money le 
by this country to the Prince at a time when his inso!-. 
vency was on the verge of taking place. 

For reasons of state we have never enforced the re- 
payment of the loan, but we may do so in the future. 

The aged King of Denmark is troubled two or three 


sums of money. 

One of these letters comes regularly twice a year from 
a Berlin firm of bankers, who some years ago negotiated 
a loan for the Danish government. 

The loan was duly repaid, but the firm negotiating the 
loan subsequently claimed £50,000 as their commission 
on the transaction. 

Their commission was, as a matter of fact, covered 
by the amount repaid by the Danish government, but

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Untrodden Wilds. — 


THE BEAUTIES AND WONDERS OF 
THE CoasT RANGE OF OREGON.

HE reader of any of Theodore Roosevelt's writings 
on hunting sees that he cares as little for the mere 
killing of game as he does for records or heads, and 


that the great attraction is the wild home of the game 
the wilder the better. There are thousands more like 


him, not mere gun men or dog men, but wild men, if you 
please—men who love untrodden wilds and are ever 
striving to get beyond the last trace of man. Such has 
been my nature, and several times I have left the last tin 
can and old whisky bottle far in the rear. But nothing 
ever more completely satisfied the longing of my soul 
than a trip I took into the Coast Range of Oregon. 

For several years I had been looking’ at the blank spot 
on the map in the southwestern corner of Oregon which 
shows a large area still uneurveyed. I knew right well 
what it meant, for surveyors allow nothing in the line of 
a government job to be very long without friends unless 
there is some powerful reason for it. Soin August, 1896, 
with four companions and nine horses, I started up West 
Fork, a silvery creek winding through arcades of willow 
and alder, with berries and ferns fringing the more open 
places, while immense red firs and ancient oaks stood 
guard along the rugged hills that enclosed the stream. 
West Fork had then a great reputation as a trout stream, 
but though we found trout plentiful enough, they were 
of no great size, and the stream was ridiculous beside 
others we found. But it was all wild, without a settier 
along its banks or the probability of any. A few anglers 
had been in ahead of us, but not enough to mar the wild 
reduce very much the 
number of the fish. 

Some six miles above its mouth we climbed out of the 
cafion of West Fork to a land of grassy swells—sewales of 
fern and knolls covered with time-bowed oaks, with tall 
cedars towering here and there, and the red fir fringing 
the sky line of many a saw-toothed ridge. Mountains 
hazily blue with distance formed the horizom on every 
side, much higher toward the coast than we had imag- 
ined, while ragged outlines began to meke a sharp con- 
trast with the long flowing lines that marked the Cas- 
cades on the east or the Siskiyous in the south. An old 
trail, with no sign of travel that year, ran some forty 


miles beyond West Fork, but this finally ran out; the 


northern branch of it, which we followed, extending into 
a little meatiow known as Eaton Prairie. Here was an 
old shanty, the only sign of settlement we had so far 


seen, while the meadow, though but e few acres, was the 


largest we had seen, and the last of any size we were to 
see on that trip. 

The Douglas fir, the great timber tree of Oregon, had 
been for several miles rapidly supplanting the oaks, 
cedars and the red fir: but here it cloged in with dense 
ranks of tall, arrowy trunks that at a distance often 
looked like a sold wall of gray beneath the dark crowns 
interlacing into a roof that almost shut out the sun. 
Down in the tottome the great Port Orford cedar, ten 
to twelve feet at the base and nearly 300 feet high, re- 
sisted the encroachment of the fir; here and there an ash 
or soft maple struggled up in the feeble sunlight of some 
opening; but on hill and slope the fir held almost undis- 
puted sway. I have seen larger trees, buf never such a 
solid array of tall, trim trunks that nature hed here 
massed in a sheet that rolled for leagues without a 
break, plunged into the deepest and steepest cafions, and 
swept up over the loftiest and sharpest ridges, with no 
diminution of its wild energy. iat 

Of course there were some openings, though mere pin 
points on a mighty map. Seldom have I seen anything 
more charming than Haton Prairie, sleeping in its dark 
girdle of mighty firs and cedars, its center of grass and 


ferns with lupines and mints, its edges running into 


blackberries and black caps, mingled with high-bushed 
huckleberries glittering with crimson fruit, with the 
dark-blue serviceberry hanging still fit to eat in the

mal lite. There were trout in the brook that began in

, meadow feeding, and rose simgly or in pairs or threes,

much like the pinnated grouse on the prairie. 
Started from the edge of the meadow only a few yards

away from us, and plenty more were about. But this 
life you have tc hunt for. Where was the robin that 
should have been at home among such a feast of wild 
berries? or the thrush? or even the sparrow? Where 
was the woodpecker that should have been probing some 
of the many Ligh dead limbs? or the little creepers that 
could have found such a store of slugs and worms among 
the many leaves and branches? or the little wren that 
could have found so many nice holes for its nest? 

Not the flash of a faather brightened the scene. In the 
deep, forest gloom it would not be so strange, but here 
in this opening so bright and fertile, why all so silent? 


It is a characteristic of the great Northern mountains, 


beginning far down the Sierra Nevada and spreading its 


influence far over the openings. One would expect to see 


at least a squirrel. Yet on the whole trip of three weeks 
in these wilde we saw not a single gray squirrel. In 
Eaton Prairie we found one ground squirrel, big, fat, 
sleek, and dark of hue; and in over a hundred miles of 


solid forest we found but two Douglas squirrels, pine 


squirrels supposed to be specially at home in these 
woods. 
But this rule does not apply to the game. In every 
little winding glen the plaintive twittering’of the moun- 
tain quail came from the ealal or ferns, and in some 
little open flats of half an acre or so we saw as Many as 
a dozen bevies at once. This quail, through all this 
south western part of Oregon, takes the place of the val- 
ley quail which is found in the open central valleys, like 
that of Rogue River. It becomes the common quail of 
the lowland, as well as of the higher mountains. I have 
never geen it 60 abundant anywhere. I found places 
where it would surely lie quite well to a dog, and where 
fifty to seventy-five could easily be bagged in a day. 
Not so plentiful, but still plentiful enough to give us 
all we wanted without leaving our horses, was the dusky 
grouse. The young were not yet full grown, and gener- 
ally only the old one would fly up. Her actions in the 
tree, and her dismal notes of woe, showed plainly she 
had left the covey hiding in the grass, and it was not 
much trouble to start some of them. They lay in the 
cover much like pinnated grouse, even when nearly as 
large as the old one. With a dog, a great bag of these 
could have been made almost any day; and even without 
one, had we cared to hunt any more than the larder re- 


quired. Deer were almost everywhere from the time 


we left West Fork. But of course this does not mean 
that we had to kick them out of the road. Even in the 
wildest country the deer is the same shy, elusive crea- 
ture he is where much hunted. 

The whole of this country is the home of the bear and 
the cougar, with wild cats, raccoons and smaller stuff. 
But no one who knows the woods need be told that you 
can travel for weeks where these animals are abundant 
and not see one of them without the aid of good dogs. 
Seeing fresh tracks on the sandy bar of the creek will 
avail you little, especially with the bear. In the big 
Wisconsin woods, I have followed many a one from 
morning until night, on fresh, light snow that allowed 
rapid walking, yet never overtook.him, no matter how 
fresh the trail, yet with no sign of alarm or even suspi- 
cion on his part. He simply went on and on and on, 
without ever stopping to look back, or even to feed, as a 
deer does. The cougar does not travel so far, but does 
more sneaking in the heaviest brush. In this country 
there is such high ground cover that even the wild cat, 
that has no particular objections to being seen, might 
play all around you without your knowing it. Yet the 
consciousness that these animals are all around you is 
one of the attractions of the woods. If they were as easy 
to observe as some of our modern writers on nature 
would have us believe, they would soon be no more at- 
tractive than so many tame cattle in a pasture. 

Leaving the little meadow we were at once in the great 
‘forest. One solitary horse track, some three months old, 
was all that remained to suggest mankind, save an old 
note pinned on a tree by someone, saying that he could 
not get down the river and had gone back. The horse 
track was probably that of his partner, who was trying 
to go to the coast. But even this bore away into the 
north when we struck the heavy windfalls, and from 
there on for two weeks not a trace of man remained. It 
was not long before we had to get out the axes and cut 
through a log. Then we had to bridge another with bark 
and logs, high enough up the sides to allow the horses 
to climb over. We had one horse that would jump any 
log he could get his head over easily, and do it even 
with the rider on his back. But it was too dangerous, 
as sharp stubs were sticking up everywhere. 

However, we still found little open glades up which 
travel was easy, where the dogwood reminded us of our 
old Eastern woods, and where the pinkish bloom yet lin- 
gered on our old friend the rhododendron, and the bright- 
ness of the mountain ash made a welcome relief against 
the dark background of fir. In places the madrofio, or 


tree, and in the deeper valleys the silver gray trunk of 
the Cascara Sagrada softened the glooni cast by the 
great white cedars. Along the little watércourses the 
vine maple, with its smooth trunk and limbs, as brightly 
green as its gay leaves, was still a welcome sight. A 
tree, shrub, or vine, at will, with all the charms of the 
sugar maple when a tree, and those of the fairest of 
creepers when a vine, one soon learns to love the vine 
maple better than any of its bright companions that 
break the monotony of these great woods. For miles it 
had been with us like the chinquapin that varied from 
shrub toa stately tree. But like the sunny green of the 
soft maple, it was growing scarcer, and so were the 
snowballs that hung along our path with the oak bushes 
and the poison oak, here a gigantic vine of rare beauty. 
The shade of the great firs was fast becoming too solid 
for them, but the ground was everywhere covered with 
the green leaves of the salal, a little shrub of some two 
feet in height, with berries nearly white. Wild peas and 
lupines, and a few mints, all in the heydey of life, cov- 
ered most of the ground that was left. | 

The land grew rapidly more rugged, with timber grow- 
ing ever more solid. No matter how steep the hillside 
or how thin the soil, timber bristles to its very crest, 
and where the soil is too thin the trees make up in num- 
ber what they lose in size. On one ridge, about 4000 feet 
high, it took us four days to find a spur on which we 
could descend to the Coquille River. Even then we had 
to take off all the packs and roll the baggage down hill, 
yet the timber was nowhere denser than in just such 
places. At almost every place you try to descend, you 
find a tremendous jump-off, which your eye cannot 
fathom; yet from its depths the great trees bristle sav- 
agely up in dense masses that alarm you by the dangers 
they may hide. There is always something appalling in

It would appear from these 
syidies that magnetism depends upon molecular structure 
rather than upon any fundamental characteristics of an 

atom of a given element. This conclusion is reache!-. 
after a series of experiments where alloys of manganes, 

copper, and aluminum with a trace of carbon, silicon, 

and iron were found to possess all the magnetic proper- 

ties of the ferromagnetic materials, even to the extent 

that they could be permanently magnetized. It is as- 

gumed that in such an alloy a similar grouping of the 

molecules takes place as in the case of the magnetic 

metals, and magnetization consists in arranging or dis- 

turbing the position of these molecular magnets. 


if it is possible by further investigation and experi- 
ment to gain some knowledge of this molecular structure. 
it may be possible to construct alloys which are as mag- 
netic or even more magnetic than iron. This has an 
important bearing on electrical engineering, as it means 
that smaller masses of metal can be used, and when 
thebe are in the form of moving parts much less power 
will be required to drive them. Indeed, so many prac- 
tical advantages and economies are suggested by this line 
of reasoning that additional researches in this field are 
awaited by physicists and engineers with considerable in- 
terest.—[Harper’s Weekly. |

Built out into the lawn are two of the enormous bay 
windows referred to, entirely of stone, twenty-seven 
lights in each bay, and everyone of the number filled 
with glass in leads so ancient that their history 
has become legendary.

It is contrary to all tradition to 
swing it inward; feeble efforts, too, are made to produce 
a “transom effect” where no transom exists; ergo, the 
effect is a sham, pure and simple, and consequently an 
error of taste. It is also used too sparingly, with units 
too large and too few in number. The casement must 
be massed to obtain its finest effects. 


All this about a window! and merely one form of win- 
dow, too. Yes, that is so, but there are few details of 
greater importance, and clever fenestration, I. e., group- 
ing and placing of windows, affects the dignity of a de- 
sign only less than does subtle grouping of gables and 
the arrangement of roof lines. After all, a house is 
made up of a roof, windows and doors, with walls to 
hold them; also a few chimneys—such a simple affair, 
and yet how complex! : 


“Moyns Park,” of which an illustration is given, was 
built in 1580 of brick with free-stone dressings; the large 
bays, well grown with close-cropped ivy, are fine exam- 
ples of massed casements, and the same building sup- 
plies many suggestions for the adaptation of the hinged 
sash to our modern requirements.

AN INUVENTOR’S STORY. 


How HENRY BESSEMER INVENTED A PERFORAT- 
ING STAMP AND WHAT FOLLOWED. 


[Chicago News:] In a recently published autobiogra- 
phy of Sir Henry Bessemer is told how, in 1833, when 
he was a youth of 20, he learned that the British gov- 
ernment was losing about $500,000 a year through the 
use of forged stamps. He set about finding a remedy, 
In nine months he discovered how to forge government 
stamps with the greatest ease. This was a risky bit of 
knowledge for a struggling young man who wanted 
money wherewith to get married to the girl of his 
choice. But young Bessemer, having invented forth- 
‘with the perforated stamp that is now known every- 
where, went gayly to the government officials with the 
forgeries in his pocket to ask if they were genuine. 
When Sir Charles Presley passed them as genuine, 
Bessemer remarked that the knew they were forgeries— 
.“simply because I forged them myself.“ Then he sug- 
gested a remedy. It was accepted. Bessemer was 
offered the post of superintendent of stamps—for plant 
and staff must be reorganized—at $3000 to $4000 a year. 
Young Bessemer went away heppily to tell his good 
luck to the girl of his choice. He explained to her the 
situation, how old stamps had been picked off documeuts 


and used again and how he had invented an elaborate 


plan to remedy this. “But surely,” said the young lady, 
Sif all the stamps had a date put on them they could 
not at a future time be used without detection.” This 
rather startled young Bessemer. But he devised a sim- 


| ple method of marking the date. The British govern- 


ment was delighted. The device was accepted. And 


| a6 no change of machinery or staff was needed, Besse- 


‘mer was informed that no superintendent of stamps 
‘would be appointed. Thus he had deprived himself of 
Job.

| “Bessemer process” of preparing iron and had made a 


great fortune, Bessemer wrote to Lord Beaconsfield, then 
prime minister, pointing out that he had saved the 
country millions without the reward of a penny. He no 
longer wanted money, but the government acknowledged 
the debt and paid it with a knighthood 3 


AUTOMOBILE FARMING. 

A new and special type of automobile has recently been 
put on the market in Scotland which is designed espe- 
cially for farm work, and which is not only suitable for 
plowing, but may be equipped as a cultivator or reaper. 


It will prepare the ground and sow the seed at one oper- 


ation, and can be operated at a better speed than a horse. 
Thus when plowing it can cover from six to seven acres 
a day, and goes over the field so as to leave it in final 
shape for cultivation. When not in use in the field, the 
motor can be used to drive all farming machinery, and 


when plowng, the cost of fuel, labor, and depreciation 


has been computed at one dollar per acre, or less than 
one-half the expense of plowing by horse. It is inter- 
esting to note that the cost of the machine is about $1500, 
an amount that does not seem prohibitive for a large 
farm, where a thorough test of the new machine could 


| readily be made. The automobile, unlike the farm ani- 


mal, does not have to be fed when it is not working, and 
it is here that a substantial element of ecomomy can 
probably be secured.—{Harper’s Weekly.

_ weighed not more than 66 pounds to the box, the seed- 
lings also weighing much less then the Valencias. Sev- 
enty-two pounds is a fair and good average of the weight 
of box and fruit, taking the season through.” —

Honey Outlook. 

J. FARR of Elsinore, one of the largest apiarists in

Colonial Plow Time. 

CAME across an item in an old print of thirty years 

ago tn which the following reference to the old-time 
methods of farming appears: But it is recorded that as 
early as 1617 some plows were set to Work in the Vir- 
ginta colony, for in that year the Governor complained 
to the company that the colony “did suffer for want of 
skilled husbandmen and means to set their plows on 
work: having as good ground as any man can desire, and 
about forty bulls and oxen, but they wanted men to bring 
them to labor, and iron for the plows, and harness for 
the gattle. Some thirty or forty acres we had sown with 
one’ plow, but it stood so long on the ground before it 
3 was reaped it was most shaken, and the rest spoiled with

compelled to tear up the bushes with their hands, or 
with clumsy hoes and mattocks. It afterward became 
the custom in Massahusetts colony for someone owning 
a plow to do the plowing for the farmers over a consid- 
erable territory, and a town sometimes paid a bounty to 
anyone who would keep a plow tn repair for the pur- 
pose of going about to work in this way. The massive 
old wooden plow required a strong team, a stout man to 
bear on, another to hold and another to drive. It is 
difigult to see how they could have done very effective 
work,

California State Forester. 


Ils State now has a State Forester, Governor Pardee 

having appointed E. T. Allen to the new position 
upon the recommendation of the United States Forestry 
Service. In March, 1993, an act was passed by the Cali- 
fornig Legislature providing for the formulation of a 
State forest policy. In accordance with this the then 


Bure of Forestry (Forestry Service) prepared a bill to 


be presented to the Legislature at Sacramento in 1905. 


This bill was passed. But there is no money appropri- 
ated by the act to carry into force the new forestry law, 
und the new forester will spend the two years pending 
the meeting of the next State Legislature tn familiariz- 
ing himself with the minutiae of the policy adopted. 
The Board of Supervisors are now at liberty to appoint a 
fire warden under this act, and may provide for his sal- 
ary from the county funds, according to the statement of 
the San Francisco Chronicle. The bill as prepared by 
the Washington officials was reviewed some months ago 
in this department of The Times, and seems to be prac- 
tically free from liability to political manipulation. 


Farming California—The Land and Its Products 


CONDUCTED BY J. W. JEFFREY, AGRICULTURAL EDITOR. 


No Crowding Here. 
HE editor has been in Los Angeles only a score of 


3 years and yet remembers well when the farms were 


clustered about, within rifle range of the old Courthouse. 
But the lure of sudden wealth has caused the abandon- 
ment of all these farms to the progress of a great city 
and now one of Krupp’s heaviest could scarcely reach a 
barn from the scene of the old fort on the hill. Our 
magnificent street railway system is fast turning subur- 
ban ranches into residence property farther and farther 
away from the busy centers of the city. The San Fran- 
cisco Chronicie recently gave editorial recognition to this 
habit of expanding without contraction, in a comparison 
of the two great cities of the State. The utterance is 
nothing but complimentary to Los Angeles. The Chron- 
icle approves the statement of a national expert that “the 
twenty-five-foot residence lot is one of the greatest mu- 
nicipal dangers,” applying it to San Francisco as an evi- 
dence of degeneracy. 

“Above all,“ says the Chronicle, “overcrowding is ab- 
sent from Los Angeles, where a rational and healthful 
public opinion makes the ‘greediest’ of landlords afraid 
to desecrate the earth with the box-traps which deface 
this city. And we hear no complaint that real estate 
does not pay well enough in Los Angeles, which is be- 
coming one of the most beautiful cities in the country. 
There is plenty of land (in San Francisco) easily access- 
ible to all who have enough of the breath of life In them 
to get up when morning comes, or walk a few blocks 
when they get off the street cars at night.” It is no fling 
at the Chronicle to suggest that a certain amount of de- 
generacy has already “set in” at San Francisco, for 
people cannot boycott and otherwise persecute one an- 
other when scattered at eventide to beautiful suburban 


‘homes with streets paved, lighted, swept and watered, 


the antithesis of congested degeneracy. Gan Francisco 
is a great city, but it would be greater morally and phys- 
ically if its crowds would take the Chronicie’s advice and 
cease to be “a city full of foolish people upon whom the 
avaricious landlords can accomplish their purposes.” It 
would be a relief to each other and a great moral stimu- 
lus as well, if a portion of the lower street crowds of San 
Francisco could forget their own faces for even a brief 
time, and they should scatter themselves to the vacant 
lands along the Golden Gate and even unto the Half- 


Dr. Moore’s Resignation. 


HOUSANDS of farmers on this coast have come to 

know the name of George T. Moore, of Washington 
City as a household word since the discovery of the way 
to generate nitrogen-fixing cultures that would work. 
These men are anxiously hoping that Dr. Moore has done 
nothing wrong in his relations with the government and 
a certain firm in Pennsylvania lately engaging in the 
commercial manufacturfng of the material for the pro- 
duction of the nitrogen bacteria. It is not within the 
province of the editor of this department to venture 
opinions upon such matters, but it is to record facts that 
may have a bearing upon farm interests. A summary of 
the facts, from which the farmers may form their own 
conclusions is as follows: 


Dr. Moore while acting as physiologist in the plant 
bureau of the Department of Agriculture discovered the 
formula of a recipe for multiplying nitro-fixing bacteria, 
which he patented and deeded to the people of his coun- 
try, thus preventing a proprietary monopoly and leaving 
the field free for all to engage in the manufacturing of 
this preparation. A firm at West Chester, Pa., in July, 
1904, prepared to make the ingredients, and asked Dr. 
Moore to become the head of the firm, offering him a 
salary and an interest in the business. Dr. Moore re- 
fused, but asked the bureau for a raige of salary. He re- 
ceived letters from Mr. Galloway and Mr. Woods, his su- 
perior officers conceding that he was entitled to more 
pay. But no action was taken upon his claim for better 
pay. Pending the delay the company was organized at 
West Chester and a block of stock was issued to Mrs. 
Moore, to be transferred to her husband if he should en- 
ter the services of the new company. Dr. Moore did not 
consider the stock his till he had complied with the cou- 
ditions of the stock issue, namely, his quitting the bu- 
reau of plant industry. On December 17, 1904, he ten- 
dered his resignation, which was not accepted, Mr. 
Woods writing him that his raise of salary would prob- 
ably be made on January 17 last. Four months passed 
and nothing was done on the salary question, but when 
the increase in pay was made last April and he found 
he was to conttuue in office, he immediately returned the 
stock to the nitro company. 3 

Dr. Moore has repeatedly given the same information 
to others he gave to the West Chester company, and was 
never in the company's employ. I have a letter from 
him in which he refuses to vouch for the goods of the 
West Chester people or to involve his name in any way. 
with that concern, though it was putting out its goods 
in exact conformity with his formula, as any other could 
have done.

HIS is a splendid little bright-faced character,”

Growing Perennials from Seed. 

ITH the exception of the spring flowering bulbs, no 

plants are more satisfactory for the home grounds 
than the hardy perennials. When once established in a 
well-prepared, permanent border, they will continue to 
blossom for many years with very little care on the part 
of the owner. As a rule, people buy their hardy peren- 
nials from the nurserymen, a practice which in the case 
of some kfnds is necessary, but many of these plants may 
be grown from seed with very little trouble. One will 
need to wait until the second season before the seedlings 
blossom, but will have the satisfaction of knowing how 
the plant appears as it grows from seed to fruit. :

The needs and opportunities for village improvement 
are almost limitless, but the keynote in the practical evo- 
lution of the public-works ideal in the country village is: 

“Let those who have some artistic taste be consulted 
before contracts for public buildings and public parks 
and street works are closed. Let it be remembered that 
a few dollars for the advice and suggestions of an archi- 
tect, JandScape gardener, or the expert in out-of-door art 
may tend to the pleasure and comfort of ‘not only the 
present but future generations. Harvard University has 
seen the need of this phase of popular education, and as 
one of her offerings to this end has become the first 
American university to establish a course fn landscape 
gardening. May her example be followed by other col-

“It is not generally understood that a tree makes con- 
tinuous demands upon the soil, and that each year some

It happens frequently, also, that when digging trenches 
for water, gas, or other pipe lines, roots are cut, and 
much of a tree’s feeding surface is absolutely destroyed.

Mexico 
at present produces very little cacao for export. But it 
is still a Spanish-American staple. The manufacturers 
of cocoa and chocolate in Europe and America import 
the bulk of their raw material either from Nicaragua or 
Venezuela. 


cacao tree grows wild Alexander von Humboldt, the 
great traveler, found it fairly plentiful along the upper 
Orinoco. There the native Indians, he remarked, treated 
the fruit like a melon, sucking the juicy pulp and throw- 
ing away the seeds. But the people living near the coast 
had learned better. Instructed by Jesuit missionaries 
from Mexico, they had begun to establish those cacao 
plantations for which the province of Caracas is now 
famous all over the world. 

The problem which the mission fathers had to solve 
was how to grow a forest seedling, the tender tissues of 
which Nature had attuned to a moist and shady habitat, 
in the glare of an open clearing under the tropical sun. 
Shade was the first requisite; and what better umbrella 
for the young shoot than the rapidly unfolding giant leaf 
of the banana? Such trees of hardwood as were difficult 
to cut down were left to protect the infant shrubs, and 
the surrounding forest screened them from tempests. 
Nature had provided virgin soil and rain in abundance. 

You will find these principles still adhered to, if you 
| visit a modern cacao plantation in Caracas, Venezuela, 
or in the neighboring island, Trinidad. The planter 
partly clears a piece of alluvial soil, in elevation not ex- 
ceeding 600 feet above sea level, and leaves a thick belt 
of trees on the side from which the steady trade winds 
blow. He puts in shelter trees selected for a rapid habit 
of growth. When they are two feet high, he removes 
the seedling cacaos from their nursery and plants them 
under the shade of their foster mothers. 


It is the presence of these “madres de cacao,” as they 
are called in Spanish, that gives a picturesque variety 
to the aspect of the grove. It has none of the military 
regularity of an orange orchard, where each tree is the 
counterpart of its neighbor. The banana waves its long, 
green blade; the Erythrina spreads its sixty-foot head of 
| dense foliage and unfolds its coral blossoms against the 
| pale blue of the sky. . thege you must look for the 
| cacao. 

When found, it is a mere shrub, from 7 to 12 feet high, 
with flowers of a pale yellow or pinkish color. It is 
| pruned to throw out strong lateral branches, which bear 
long, pointed leaves that glitter in the sunshine. Within 
re 1 screen the fruit pods develop on stems and 

k shaped like a gherkin, they pass, as they ripen, 
sot color changes like our olive, turning from yel- 
low to red, from red to purple. 


The tree begins to bear when it reaches a height of 7 
feet, but is not considered in full bearing till it is 12 feet 
high and six years old. Like the lemon, it produces 
fruit all the year round; bat the principal harvest is at 
Christmas and during May and June. 

In Venezuela, the harvesters are the native Indian 
peons. In Trinidad, where the indigenous negro is 
averse to regular labor, they are nearly all coolies 
imported from Bengal. Whatever their race, the pickers 
have a delicate task before them in handling the tree. 
Close to the mature fruit grows the eye, which contains 
the promise of next season’s harvest. So the ripe rat- 
tling pod must be dextrously snipped off, or, if it grows 


sickle-shaped knife, lashed for the purpose to a bamboo 
pole. It requires some practice to acquire the proper 
drawing stroke and graze the embryo bud. The pods are 
allowed to fall on the ground, where they are heaped up 
ander the tree and left for twenty-four hours. Then 
they are packed into panniers and removed by donkey- 
back to the cacao-house. 


| This presents a lively and picturesque scene at shell- 
ing time, especially in Trinidad. There the Bengali 
women, nose-ringed ani draped in bright-colored “saris,” 
helped by their half-naked little ones, dig out with 
wooden spoons the beans from the pods which their hus- 
bands crack. With their fingers they shred off the fiber 
in which the seeds are packed, reject the bad ones, and 
add the sound to an ever-growing heap. When the 
mound of aromatic, light rei beans is high enough, it is 
shovelled up and removed to the sweating-house. 

The process of sweating cacao requires’ as much care 
and attention as curing lemons. Fresh from the pod, the 
bean is very bitter and covered with a mucilaginous coat- 
ing. The market calls for a clean, moderately bitter, 
mahogany-colored article. The beans are therefore 
packed away in boxes under layers of plantain-leaf in a 
closed room, and left to stew, as it were, in their own 
juice. The heat causes the seed to germinate and be- 
come sweeter, the mucilage ferments, and the color dark- 
ens. But the boxes must be turned over and shaken up 
now and again, or the beans in the center of the mass 
will become charred. In four days’ time, if the curing 
be evenly done, they should be ready. to be turned out to 
dry in the sun on the barbecue. 

This is not, as in California, a feast where you lunch 
on partly-cooked meat, cut from a beef roasted out of 
doors.

the facsimile of a writing master’s initial letter sug- 
gests a California flea’s attempt at drawing a lace-work 
pattern after wading with shoes and stockings off in an 
ink bottle. 
Colonial ink, by the by, could not be purchased in 
liquid form, but was made by dissolving ink powder. 
Copy books were made of foolscap paper, sewed into 
hook form and ruled by hand with a lead plummet 
shaped like a tomahawk, the lead having been melted in 
a mould, sharpened with pen knife, and tied to a ruler 
by a hempen cord. But paper was very scarce, and birch 
bark often substituted, slates not being generally used 
until later. 

The schoolroom had neither blackboard nor map, and 
not always a pair of globes. The schoolhouse was gen- 
erally built of logs, and while some bad rough punch- 
ope floors, other floors 


middle of the room. Pegs driven between the logs 
the walls, three or four feet from the ground, sup- 


ported boards laid for desks, at which older scholars sat 


with their backs to the teacher, while the younger schol- 
ars squatted on blocks of wood. 


The school discipline was strenuous, while sometimes 


a boy was whipped at home for having been whipped at 
school. But perhaps that was not so humiliating as to 
be sent out by the master—amid the titter of comrades— 
to ‘cut a birch switch for your own castigation. A Bos- 
ton schoolmaster, prohibited the pleasure of striking his 
scholars’ heads with a ferrule, whipped the soles of their 
feet. 
These colonial schools were public but not free, al- 
though land called “school meadows” or “school fields” 
were sometimes set apart to be rented for the teacher’s 
income. As a rule, the salaries were paid in wampum. 
beaver skins, Indian corn, wheat, peas, beans, etc., and 
an amusing story is told of a Salem school where a cer- 
tain boy was placed at the window to keep one eye on 
his book, the other to spy out passers-by who might be 
influced to buy some of the accumulated vegetables. The 
logs for the fireplace were given by the parents, and if 
they were neglectful, the teacher retaliated by placing 
thelr son and heir in the coldest corner. 
Hut even these poor schools were chary in their wel- 
come to girls, though one of them granted the little 
Evés gracious permission to attend from 6 to 7 a.m., and 
from 4:30 to 6 in the afternoon. To read, to write, to 
cipher just a little, was considered enough “book learn- 
ing“ for a girl. Spinning, sewing, embroidering, and 


learning to be a good housewife, was the feminine des- 


tiny for even a hungry-minded woman child who rebel- 
liously ran away from her whee! to listen to the boys re- 
citing lessons from the school steps.

1 THE PITT DIAMOND. 

As for the Pitt diamond, it was first employed, after 
it became one of the crown jewels of France, in the 
ornamentation of the crown that was made for the coro- 
nation of King Louis XV in 1722. In 1791 it was entered 
in al, inventory of crown jewels that was compiled by 
order of the national assembly during the Revolution, 


and ft was deposited at the Garde Meuble, after the 


assembly had determined to sell it if a buyer at a suita- 
ble price could be found. But no offer was made, and 
so it happened that in September it was 
stolen, with other jewels by a band . men 
who broke into the Garde Meuble. It . .ecreted by 
the thieves in a hole in the timber k of a garret 
in a low lodging, and there it remained some time. It 


was at length discovered by the Republican authorities 


and deposited in the national treasury. | 

It was not again disturbed until 1804, when it was 
set in the pommel of the sword which Napoleon wore 
when. he crowned himself Emperor at Notre Dame, in 


Paris, The Empress, Marie Louise, carried it off with 


other.crown jewels to Blois, after the Emperor Na- 
poleon was banished to Elba; but her father, the Em- 
peror Francis of Austria, obtained it from her, and 
sent it to Louis XVIII. That King, on Napoleon's re- 
turn from Elba, fied with it to Ghent, but after Waterloo 
returned with it to Paris. In 1830 the diamond was 
used by King Charles X at his coronation, but since 
then it has not been employed at any ceremonial. 
Shorty after the fall of the second empire many of the 
crown. jewels of France were sold by the republican 
goverpment for the benefit of the State. But no buyer 
was found for the Pitt, or Regent, diamond, and it re- 
mains in safe custody at the Louvre.—-I[I Memories of 
Madras.

WHERE AN ENGLISH SPECIALIST 
RAISES COSTLY SPECIMENS. 


From the London Mail. 


HERE were cherries and there were roses, straw- 

berries, d budding hops, and where else should 

one look wut in a sunny corner of the garden of 
England for so midsummer a thing as a butterfly farm? 
In the green depths of the Bexley woods, in the shade of 
oak, birch, whitethorn, and poplar, I found a place where 
the ephemeral creatures ot a summer day are turned to 
profit for dealer and collector. Among the muslin-cov- 
ered “cages,” the glass-topped metal breeding boxes, the 
cases of rare specimens, the instinct of the naturalist 
dominates any regretful thought for the dainty flutterers 
“farmed.” The scent of the honeyed blossoms grown for 
the butterflies’ nectar food, might tempt..the sentimen- 
talist to argue with Mr. Newman, the butterfly farmer, 
but either class of visitor to the quaint little Kentish 
village of Bexley could not be proof against the keen in- 
terests of such an industry as butterfly cultivating. 


To deal in butterflies seems, on the outside, to sug- 
gest an idly artistic sort of occupation. One has a vague 
idea of country rambles with long-handled nets and cool 
summer night trips, treacling“ moths. In reality, espe- 
cially during June and to the end of July, the work is 
terribly arduous, and means toil from shortly after sun- 
rise right into the small hours of night. In his acre of 
butterfly land, Mr. Newman and his assistant are up at 
daybreak, at outdoor work, feeding (alone an on:2rous 
business, seeing that nearly every known variety of moth 
and butterfly needs a different diet!), looking after the 
egg-laying insects, investigating the caterpillar collec- 
tions, and the state of their chrysalises, gardening in the 
weed plots where food plants for the moths, and nectar 
flowers for the butterflies are especially grown, and, 
when night falls, going the round of the cages and kill- 
ing the insects “born” during the day. After a day like 
this there often follows an “all-night sitting,” spent in 
the delicate work of setting specimens. 


To the butterfly farmer the “catching” of butterflies 
and the “sugaring” of moths are but amusements for the 
amateur. His serious business is the breeding of his 
own specimens, with the occasional chance of securing a 
valuable hybrid, for which he can command a price. At 
the Bexley farm was bred a summer or two ago a beau- 
tiful hybrid moth of the eyed-hawk variety. In the col- 
oring alone lies the value and the difference. Instead of 
orthodox pink flush on the underwings, great cream 
splashes soften the grayish green tint of the undercolor 
in Mr. Newman's hybrid, which was sold for several 
guineas. Ordinary specimens of the eyed hawk are 
priced at four pence, and from this fact we may estimate 
the value of such a find to the “farmer.” 


There is scarcely a known variety of the British but- 
terfly or moth which is not to be found on the Bexley 
farm, and Kentish and New Forest specimens are speciai- 
ized. The summer after a fairly hard and frosty winter 
is the profitable harvest for the dealer, to whom a wet 
and mugg dark season means serious loss. We mis- 
take when we regard the butterfly as a creature who 
“loves to lie i’ the sun, however vertical its rays. “Sun 
—but not too much sunshine,“ says the farmer, who 
smiles too at him who regards the moth as a twilight 
dweller, and tells him of the many varieties of the latter 
known as “sunshine flies.” There's really a lot for the 
ordinary observer to learn on a butterfly farm. The vis- 
itor who amiabiy supposes that “quite a lot of honey- 
suckle and pollened lilies have to be grown for food" has 
all his theories upset by finding that the prosaic red va- 
lerian of railway embankments, and the common hedge 
scabius is richer in necessary nectar than any costly gar- 
den flower. The ordinary butterfly does not possess a 
tongue long enough to get nourishment from any trum- 
pet-shaped honey flower, and perforce leaves its sweets 
to the nimbler bee. The moth is easier to cater for, the 
honey dew, which covers the leaves of many plants at 
twilight’ with its nutritious stickiness, being his staple 
diet, though death to the caterpillar. 

There ir 4 childish rhyme somewhere which bewails 
the butterfly as a creature which is “Born in a teapot and 
dies in half an hour.” Another popular idea, with no 
foundation. The average life of the butterfly is from 
two to three days’ duration, while the gay little “pea- 
cock” has been known to live and flourish—as a pet— 
for eleven months. The poetic ignoramus, who is enthu- 
siastic over the rainbow hues of the brilliant wings and 
bodies of some of our July butterflies, would be dis- 
appointed if shown sober little brown and green atoms, 
which are the rarer specimens of the farm. I was con- 
templating enthusiastically a cageful of scarlet tiger- 
moths, fluttering their bright wings in a miniature green 
jungle of oak seedlings, when called upon to admire some 
tiny brown moths, which were wondrous dingy, but won- 
drous valuable. The “only green insect in England,” 
the Emerald family, of iridescent hues in sparkling 
greens, some of the silver-lined July variety, were easier 
to believe beautiful, and it was not surprising to find the 
female butterflies pale colored beside their smaller- 


winged but more gorgeous mates. 


It. was fascinating to note many newly-emerged from 
the chrysalis, the tender fragility of their powdered 
wings, and their vividness of coloring, which is in its 
glory within a few hours of breaking from the chrysalis, 
before the delicate bloom is injured. In one cage an ex- 
quisite little Peach Blossom moth hung from a bramble 
spray, its natural haunt, the rosy flush on its wings, 
fresh and soft as the tint of the ripe fruit from which it 
takes its name. In another, à delicate “Kitten” moth of 
silver white, was close to its bigger relation, the velvety |

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WORLD’S IRON SUPPLY. 

The amount of iron ore still available is very great, 
doubtless many times, perhaps twenty-fold; as great as 
nas been won to use. Yet we see already that in the 
‘continent of Europe the fields long in service are begin- 
ning to be exhausted. Great Britain has practically on- 
sumed its store, which a century ago seemed ample. 
‘Practically all the supply for its furnaces is now im- 
ported. The supply from the Mediterranean, that prom- 
{sed to be inexhaustible, cannot endure for many de- 
tades to come. The same is the condition of the ore 

districts of Central Europe; at the rate of the increas- 
ing demand they are not likely to meet the demands of 
a hundred years. There remain extensive deposits of 
fich ores in the Scandinavian peninsula and in fields in 
the confines of Belgium and France which have hardly 
begun to be drawn upon, yet it is evident that at any- 
thing like the present rate of increase in the consump- 


| thon of metallic iron the European sources of supply are 


no likely to endure for a century. 

The best-placed field for the production of fron in 
North America or, save that in Northern China, in the 
world, is in the central section of the Mississippi Valley, 
‘mainly between the great river and the Appalachian sys- 
tem of mountains and northward beyond the great lakes 
to the headwaters of the streams flowing into Hudson's 
Bay, the physical conditions on the whole being favor- 
able for the cheap production of the metal and fits ready’ 
transportation to the principal markets. It is a ques- 
tion, however, if the store will supply the demands of the 
fyture.—[International Quarterty. 


1 FIRE DOGS OF DAWSON. 

When the alarm rings in Dawson City there is not the 
clatter of horses’ hoofs, but instead a great yelping of 
dogs comes down the long sbanty-lined streets.

Dawson City is said to be the only city in the world 
whieh has a fire department dependent on dogs for haul- 
ing. The town is proud of the distinction, and is well 
satisfied with its method of transportation.

nickel. Place the nozzle well back in the throat and 
press the bulb gently so as to drop the milk into the 
throat. Soon you will not have to pry open the soft 
beak but the birdling will meet the dropper half-way. 
As soon as you have taught it to drink milk give it 
soft food. The best I know and the nearest like the 
dove mother’s own breast food, is any nut chewed in 
your own mouth to a soft pulp with milk. It is then 
warm and nutritious. You will have to force the bird 
to take it at first but it will soon learn to accept it from. 
the spoon. You must be very careful with the beak, it 
ig so soft.

THE ISLE OF THE CALF OF MAN WHICH Is OWNED 
BY A RESIDENT OF CALIFORNIA, 


[New York World:] An American King, possessing . 
and lording it over a miniature domain, arrived yester- 
day on the steamship Teutonic. He is William L. D. 
Cary, of middle age, with iron-gray hair and mustache. 

His kingdom is an island within the United Kingdom, 
yet, strange to say, this realm within a realm pays no 
taxes to the British crown. 

South of the Isle of Man lies this tiny sovereignty 
called Calf of Man. The Calf has a coast line of five 
miles. On the isle are 900 acres, of which 150 are under | 
cultivation. Generations ago the islet came into pos- 
session of the ancestors of King Cary. , 

At a critical point in a great battle one of the Cary 
ancestors held his own shield over the head of his King, 
thereby preserving the crown. The chivalrous soldier 
was severely wounded. In recognition of his service the 
Calf was conferred upon him and his heirs. ; 

Farmhouses are on the island and also a castle. The 
population consists of fifty-odd souls. One of King 
Cary's tenants is an American millionaire. There are 
two lighthouses, which until last year were maintained 
by Trinity House Board, but the “King,” in order to 
make his sovereignty complete, purchased them and 
has since maintained them at his own expense. 

Great Britain attempted to tax the island, but the 

present owner's father, who distinguished himself «at 
Sebastopol, went before Parliament, proved his title by 
the original deed and fought as strenuously as his an- 
cestor who used his shield to protect his King. He 
showed that the island was exempt from taxation for- 
ever, and won his case, the territory being declared free 
and independent. 
Like its big brother, the Isle of Man, the Calf is in- 
habited by Manxmen, and also by species of tailless cats. 
The Calf has no representation in the House of Keyes, 
and is not governed by the Manx Constitution. 


We do not and will not pay taxes to anybody,” said 
“King” Cary; “we are free and independent, and my 
| people are also free and independent. Great Britain has 
no sovereignty over my island.”

Unfermented Bread. 


T. following communication has been received from 


Los Angeles woman: 


2 “Having been brought up from the very edge of 


che grave on the same diet and rules of hygiene as are 


laid down from time to time in your department, I have 
been a very interested reader of this department and 


all others where I can get any good ideas in the sam 
line. 


Although 1 bave been for some time past carrying 
out these ideas in regard to diet, I find I cannot alto- 


- gether leave off taking a certain ‘Health Bran’ for con- 
, Stipation, which was recommended to me by an 


osteopathic physician. I now read your statement in 
the July 29 magazine, where you give your reason for 
using ‘middlings’ instead of whole meal, that the bran 


of the wheat is irritating to a sensitive stomach, also 


‘that, according to Dr. Haig, it contains xanthine, which 
is equivalent to uric acid. This problem of bread has 
deen a hard one to me. I have been taught to use the 
coarsest of coarse bread, baked twice, as being easiest 
digested and shunning anything else as I would the 
plague. I believe this a safe subject on which to ask 


vou a few questions as it certainly is of interest to 


many who, like myself, have been and are searching 
for those things which will not only get one well but 
In a case where one is ‘continually and faithfully 
dieting for this complaint would you advise the continual 
use of this bran? And if not, what would you do? I 
eat plenty and a variety of fruit, no breakfast, very 
little meat, if any, substituting walnuts, fasting occa- 
sionally and drinking pomelo before meals and yet it 
ts a continual fight to keep from being constipated.” 

_. Ip replying, a couple of weeks ago, to a correspondent 
who inquired how to make unfermented bread, there 


was published a recipe for bread known as “oriental 


bread,” made and sold by Miss Jeannette Smith of 516 
West Seventh street. In regard to that recipe the 
following letter bas been received from Louisa Burns, 
professor of physiology in the Pacific College of 
Osteopathy: | 

“Please allow me to express my great admiration for 


the common sense and the fearlessness characteristic’ 


of the ‘Care of the Body’ pages. 3 
But a very amusing error appears in a recipe for un- 
_fermented bread, given by Miss Jeannette Smith in 
todas Times. The recipe in question would probably 
be an excellent one for bread, but that the batter mixed 
acchrding to directions could stand six to eight hours 
without becoming filled with yeast is extremely im- 
probable, to say the least. Allow me to suggest a proof. 
When the batter has become light, take a drop of it, 
mix. with a few drops of distilled water, spread a little 
of this upon a glass slide and examine under a micro- 
scope. Yeast cells are easily recognized. Indeed, the 
presence of yeast is fairly well proved by the fact that, 
as Miss Smith says, ‘the batter becomes light.“ Yeast 
produces carbonic acid gas, and it is the bubbles of this 
gas which makes fermented bread light. The warm 
water, the small amount of salt, the sugar and the flour 
make an excelient culture medium for the growth of any 
yeast spores which may chance to drop into it—and 
yeast spores are fairly plentiful in the air. 
“Miss Smith’s recipe suggests the old story of the 
woman who made blackberry wine. She was en- 
tremely indignant to hear it referred to as an alcoholic 
drink. 
= * isn’t an alcoholic drink,’ she said. I made 
it myself, and I didn’t put a drop of alcohol into it.’ 
hope you will mention this matter shortly. If 
there is any harm in yeast, it must surely be as evil 
flying loose through the air as being sold in tin foil.” 


As the editor said, a couple of weeks ago, this unfer- 
mented-bread question is not an easy one in any respect. 
It ts difficult to make a satisfactory bread withou' 
yeast, or baking powder, and it entails much hard work 
on the maker. People who make, and sell, and eat 
such bread claim that they are “light.” They may be, 
in comparison with lead, but to a person who is accus- 
tomed to French bread they bear much resemblance to 
adobe bricks. Miss Smith claims that her bread con- 
‘tains no ferment, and that the lightening process comes, 
not from carbonic acid gas, but the thorough admixture 
of atmospheric air from long, patient kneading. How- 
ever, the correspondent seems to know what she writes 
. 

Among objections to unfermented whole meal bread 
are that it is usually heavy; that it contains raw 
starch, which is objectionable, and that the bran is not 
only irritating to a sensitive stomach, but, according to 
Dr. Haig, contains xanthine, which is practically iden- 


_ tical with uric acid. What, then, to do? For fermenied 


bread—or any other fermented food—is undoubtedly one 
of the worst things that can be put into a human 
stomach. 

Dr. Kellogg claims that zwieback, made from for- 
mented bread, and thoroughly baked, las been shown 


© 


by analysis to be entirely free of ferment, the yeast 
germs having been killed. This is denied by some. It 
should not be forgotten that fermentation may arise in 
the moist heat of the stomach from entirely unfer- 
mented food, if too much is eaten, or too many varieties 
at a time, or if the food is imperfectly masticated, or 
if the digestion has been impaired by abuse. 

As mentioned, the editor uses a small wheat cake, 
about two and one-quarter inches in diameter and a 
quarter of an inch thick, made by his wife from “mid- 
dlings” or “seconds” flour. This is preferable to whole 
meal, because, while it contains all the nourishing 
properties of the wheat, it is free from the fine bran. 
Such flour may be obtained at any flour mill. The 
method of making the cakes, which are sweet and far 
more appetizing than bread, is as follows: Take two 
cups’ of flour, one cup of sour milk, a third of a tea- 
spoonful of baking soda and two tablespoonfuls of pure 
olive oil, with flour enough to make a good dough. Roll 
out thin and prick before baking. Bake in a hot oven. 

Some will object to the soda, and from a strictly 
hygienic point of view, ft is more or less undesirable. 
If you wish to omit the soda, you might use about six 
tablespoonfuls of olive oil, instead of two and substitute 
sweet milk for the sour milk. This, however, will make 
the cakes much like pie crust, and some will object, 
again, to the use of cooked oil, as cooking fat of any 
kind liberates certain acids, which are claimed to be 
irritating. 

About the only real way to get entirely unfermented 
or undoctored breadstuff is to adopt the custom that 
has prevailed all over the world among primitive peo- 
ple since wheat was raised—mix the flour and water, 
pat it out very thin, and lay it on a hot stone or stove. 
Such are the tortillas of the Mexicans and the “matzos” 
of the Jews, eaten during the Passover. 


When it comes down to the basis of things, the editor 


eaten the better. Ripened grain is not a natural food 
for man, although we are accustomed to call bread 
the “staff of life.” The fruitarians call it the “staff of 
death.” Besides the starch, which is objectionable when 
eaten in quantities and tends to fermentation when 
eaten with other foods, the minerals in which the ripe 
grain abounds tending to ossify the arteries and bring 
on premature old age. The natural food of herbivorous 
animals is grass, of carnivorous animals flesh, of birds 
grain and fruit, and of the apes, from whom we are 
descended, fruit, and nuts, and grain in the milk, with 
an occasional bird’s egg on the side. 

The editor had an experience with unfermented whole 
meal bread thirty years ago. It was at a sanatorium 
in Switzerland, near Lake Constance. The diet there 
consisted entirely of a sweet but dense unfermented 
whole meal bread, fruit, milk, and an occasional bowl 
of potato or catmeal soup. Necessarily, under these 
conditions, a large amount was eaten of this bread, 
which the managers of the sanatorium enthusiastically 
referred to as “our manna.” After a few months of this 
diet the editor was taken with an attack of flatulence 


paralysis of the neck of the bladder, and rentention of 
urine, which necessitated a surgical operation. The 
cause was not then suspected, but he has now no doubt 
that it was due to the large amount of raw“ starch 
consumed, entailing an undue amount of labor on the 
digestive organs, and also giving rise to a fermentative 
process in the bowels. 

Of course this would not apply to a little of such bread 
eaten at meals.

‘The Yellow Fever Scare. 


few weeks over the yellow fever outbreak in New Or- 
leans: A dispatch from Washington announces that the 
Public Health and Marine Hospital Service has issued a 
circular on the prevention of yellow fever. The dispatca 
says: 

“The directions given look to the suppression of the 
mosquito as the only means of preventing its spread. 
‘Mc mosquito, no yellow fever,’ is the motto, in big 
black letters at the top of the circular.” | 

This is all bosh. It is questionable whether mosquitoes 
carty yellow fever or malaria at all, and if eo, they do it 
to only y limited extent. The folly of this medical 
fad is being recognized by quite a number of intelligent 
physicians, who are not afraid to think and investigate 
tor themselves. It has been shown conclusively, in these 
colymns, that malaria comes from the inhcling of gases 
emanating from rotti, vegetation in swampy lands. 
Yellow fever is one of the filth diseases. It is caused by 
filth, and it can only be abolished by removing the filth. 
A man whose blood is in perfectly pure condition ¢an no 
more catch yellow fever, or cholera, or smallpox or ty- 
phoid fever than you can grow wheat on a cement side- 
walk. If there are cracks and dirt in the sidewalk a few 
grains will sprout. So, if a man has a little impurity in 
hig blood he may have a mild attack. The mosquito 
mania would be harmless, were it not for the fact that 
it ter ds to divert the attention of people from the main 
question—cleaniiness. When the Americans cleaned up 
the unspeakable filth of Havana, yellow fever dis- 
appeared, just as smallpox disappeared from Cleveland, 
when the people there had a big housecleaning. New 
Orleans is a difficult city to clean, owing to its location. 
‘Until recently the sewage was emptied into the ocean 
clowe to town. 

This quarantining business is all nonsense. How are 
vou going to quarantine against mosquitoes? And if 
these mosquitoes are so deadly as they say, why, surely, 
everyone in ihe city will get bitten once or twice a day, 
however careful he may be.
